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JAPAN. 
YOKOBAMA. 

From Yokohama we have files of the Japan Herald to the 
17th of October. The London mails of 26th July and 11 
August arrived together on the 4th October, and the French 
mail of the 17th August on the 15th Octobor. There wasa 
dearth of political news, the Pritish Minister having departed for 
Hakodadi in H.M.S. Princess Royal. 

A controversy was going on in the local papers regarding the 
condition of the troops recently landed from the Adventure. 
Major-General Guy, C.B., commanding Her Majesty's forces in 
China and Japan had departed for Hong Kong, after thoroughly 
inspecting the garrison. 

Robberies seem to increase in the settlement, rather than the 
reverse. Tho house of Mr. Eusden, a Secretary of Legation, 
was attempted, but owing to the pluck and activity of Mr. Von 
Siebold, a gentleman connected with the Legation as Student 
Interpreter, the actual robbery was prevented, and it is believed, 
all the thieves were caught. Mr. Von Siebold had been left in 
charge of the house, whilst Mr. Eusden paid an official visit to 
Yedo. 

A rifle match, under the auspices of the Swiss Rifle Club, 
took place on the 9th October, and proved highly successful. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

There is still a lack of excitement here, and were it not for 
an occasional passage of arms between our rival editors and 
the usual quarrels peculiar to a Yokohama community, we 
should have quite an epidemic of ennui. The Japan Times is 
a late addition to our local literature, and so far promises well. 
The editor was formerly connected with the Bombay Saturday 
Review, and is a terse, clear writer—perhaps a little too much 
given to the forging of thunderbolts which hit people hard 
ina small community ; but, after all, in the Far East we re- 
quire something more piquant than the plain mutton of the 
Morning Chronicle or the roast beef of The Times. Our animal 
and literary digestions both get impaired, and we must have 
curries and incentives of some sort to stimulate both the one 
and the other. 

Our trade still suffers from a plethora of imports, Japan be- 
ing still made use of as the chief vent to relieve the over- 
stocked markets of China; and this year, owing 1o many heavy 
failures, we have had large quantities of goods thrown on the 
market that must be sold, Metals, at the present moment, 
can be bought at lower prices than in England, and 
there are very few manufactured goods that are paying 
the importer anything. ‘The native dealers have it all 
their own way with imports, and to a great extent also 
with exports. The competition among foreigu buyers of silk 
is unprecedented, or rather has been, for the dizzy height that 
prices have now attained is sufficient to make the boldest 
speculators a little cautious. These children of the rising 
sun have quickly learnt the value of combination in trade as 
opposed to competition, and avail themselves of its advantages 
to the full. Our stocks of silk are kept within moderate 
limits ; 03 purchases are made, 80 the market is fed. It is a 
curious fact that many parcels of the coarser grades have been 
returned to the interior for native consumption, the Japanese 
looms being capable of working up the coarse silk to a wonder- 
ful degree of excellence, and thus common qualities always bear 
a much higher relative value in this country than in Europe. 
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It is at present impossible to say what will be the yield of 
Japan silk this season, but from all appearances it is not likely 
to exceed last year's export. 

The furor for silkworms’ eggs seems to have ceased for the 
present, and the native merchants are at length finding out to 
their cost that a foreign demand can be satisfied. The green 
eggs, however, are still sought after, the worms of this species 
spinning only once a year, and consequently producing a fuller 
cocoon, besides being more hardy. The supply of these being 

* comparatively small, Japanese ingenuity suygested am expedient 
to satisfy the demand, and a quantity of cards were soon 
offered surfaced with eggs of various shades of green, from rich 
dark olive to bright emerald. A few greenhorns were at first’ 
victimised by the spurious seed, but the knavery was soon dis- 
covered and exposed. The present P. and O, mail steamer 
takes some 500,000 sheets of seed, all originally intended for 
the Messageries Imperiales, but, owing to the steamer Dupleiz 
not arriving true to her time, the French company lose the 
whole of this rich freight—say, $50,000. Shippers of eggs 
have generally a preference for the French steamers ; firstly, 
because they are mostly conected with French houses ; secondly, 
because the French steamers are better adapted for the stowage 
of such cargo; aud, thirdly, because they have special support 
from the Imperial Government—orders having been given that, 
should they meet with any accident, the French ships of war 
are to assist in conveying the precious cargo to its destination. 
At present the two companies work in harmony ; but tho P. and 
O. Company must look to it, or they will soon find their French 
competitors dangerous rivals. They have hadall their own way for 
a long time, and have sometimes been too ready to make the 
public feel their power ; and they need not now be surprised if 
the said public takes advantage of the existing competition to 
reassert its independence. 

Our Municipal Council, after breaking its shins a good deal 
over the rough road of nationalities, has at length struggled 
into something like permanent existence, Each nationality is 
represented in proportion to the quantity of ground it 
holds. One of the chief difficulties is of course to define where 
the orders of the Council clash with the authority of the 
Consuls ; but as the latter evince a geveral desire to smooth 
the way and make their yoke as lightly felt as possible, there 
is a fair prospect of our having a cohesive and permanent 
governing body. At present the workings of the Council have 
been chiefly directed to the muzzling of rabid dogs, the creation 
of a police force, and the suppression of a few erying nuisances, 
But at all events muuicipalities, like other mundane institutions, 
must have a beginning ; one of the great evils, howover, that 
exiats, and must always exist in an international municipality, 
is that its very existence depends on the concurrence and 
unanimity of the several Consuls from whom its powers are in 
great measure derived, _ 

NAGASAKI. 

The Bogatyr and other Russian men-of-war were leaving 
Nagasaki. Six Japanese officers leave for Russia in the 
Bogatyr, The Dutch barque, W. Kemptner, has been wrecked 
off Cape Gotto. She was lost during the severe gale on the 
9th September, and out of the whole crew only one man was 
saved. He contrived to take hold of a piece of timber, by the 
aid of which be was enabled to reach the land. He subse- 
quently arrived at Nagasaki in H.M. gunboat Bustard. The 
bodies of captain, mate and two men were washed ashore, and 
buried by Captain Adams, of the Bustard, When the news of 
the sad occurrence reached Nagasaki, Mr. Bauduin, Nether- 
lands Consul, immediately raised a subscription for the relief 
of the relations of those who were drowned, most of whom 
had wives and families, A large sum was subscribed by the 
foreign residents and masters of vessels in harbour, and 
Mr. Bauduin himself headed the list with a handsome dona- 
tion. 

In the action against Messrs, Alt and Co, referred to in our 
last issue, the plaintiff was Mr. J. H. Saunders, formerly book- 
keeper to that firm. The case was tried before Mr. Consul 
Gower, and judgment given for the defendants, with costs. 
‘The plaintiff has appealed to the Supreme Court. 

The present muil brings further particulars of the affray 
between forcigners and uatives noticed in our last issue. 
On 16th October, Lieut. Douglas and two other officers of 
H.MS. Rattler were walking through the town, followed acci- 
dentally, but most fortunately, by Mr. A. D. W. French. A two- 
sworded man made a blow at one of the officers, but missed him. 
Mr. French seeing the assault hurried up and was received by the 
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Japanese with cut, which he was lucky enough to escape. Mr, 
French immediately fired his revolver at his assailant, who, al- 
though wounded, made a second lunge, which proved also without. 
effect. Mr. French then fired a second shat, and brought the 
ruffan down. The Japanese recaived one ball in his abdomen 
and the other in his lower jaw, and will no doubt die. The 
native officials have made a disturbance about the case, assert 
ing that tho assailant was not to blame. Had he, howover, 
wounded or killed one of the unoffending men whom he at- 
tacked, and subsequently made his escape, the officials would 
have denied all knowledge of the affair, and would have taken. 
no steps to bring the offender to justice. Mr. Mangum, 
United States Consul, is about to investigate the circum- 
stanees, and it is to be hoped that he will insist on the 
right of foreiners to defend themselves in cases of emergency. 
A series of races and athletic games was held on the 14th 
October and created much interest. Messrs. Glover and Co.’s 
verandah was formed into a temporary grand stand, and upon 
it the ladies of the settlement congregated. During the inter— 
vals between the races several trials of strength and agility were 
got up for the blue-jackets and tho soldiers of the 20th Regi- 
ment, who had arrived in the Perseus. 








CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 

The mail of August 26 arrived out on October 14. The- 
dates are now down to tke morning of the 26th. 

It is stated that the French Government have obtained a 
concession in the tonnage dues of vessels trading to Japan 
and Saigon, which are to be considered on a par with coasting 
voyages, Of course English trade Will have the same privi- 
lege accorded. 

The following on Burgevine is from the North China 
Herald :—*“ As to the reports about the United States being 
revenged on the Chinese authorities, we do not believe any 
such action ‘will be directed from Washington, seeing that 
Burgevine was a Southerner of rebel doctrines. We trust. 
this notice will be the last of Burgevine. 

The officers appointed to visit Lan-chi-hsien for the purpose of investi- 
gating the circumstances which attended the death of Burgevine, have- 
returned to Shangh So far as we can learn, the result of their in- 
quiries is as follows :—Mr. Lewis, U.S. Deputy Consul-General, Mr. 
Allen, who acted as interpreter, and Chen, magistrate of the mixed court 
in Shanghai, having started from Ningpo, arrived safely at Lan-chi-hsien 
atown of the third order, situated on the borders of the Kiangse,. 
and Chekiang provinces, and about 300 miles distant from Ning- 
po. Here they were received courteously by the chief 
trate, who sent to assist in their inquiries a Wei-yuan atteched: 
to the Futai’s yamen in Hangchow, the deputy magistrate of 
Lan-chi, and a man who, it was asserted, had been in the boat at the time 
of the accident. While at Lan-chi and while visiting the country round 
every opportunity was seized of testing the truth of the statements made 
relative to the height of the water in the creeks and rivers at the period 
in question. All the evidence derived from the appearance of the outside 
of houses, the interior of temples and other public buildings, and the 
injuries sustained by idols which bad been standing on or near the floor 
in joss-houses, went clearly to prove that at some time within the last few 
weeks the water had stood at least fifty feet higher than it stands at present, 
‘The coffins, six in number, were found under a mat shed of apparently 
recent erection, on the further side ‘of, but close to the moat outside the- 
North gate of Lan-chi. They were arranged as follows:—Burgerine, 
with his feet towards the north; on the east of his coffin two coffins said 
to contain the bodies of Chinese; on the west {a coffin said to contain. 
the body of a ‘Portuguese, and. two coffins also said to contain Chinese. 
‘The coins were arranged parallel ore to the other, lying as nearly as- 
could be ascertained due north and south, The seventh body recovered 
was that of Green, which was, as we have before stated, forwarded to 
Ningpo for medical examination. None of the coffins were opened, as- 
nothing was likely to be gained by exposing the contents. The Portu- 
guese (?) was a Manila-man employed by Burgevine as a servant. The 
Chinese corpses were contained in ordinary Chinese coffins, but that of 
Burgevine had been placed in an exceedingly large and handsome double 
cotfin richly lacquered and ornamented with gold. At the head. 
were the five characters—Yang jen Pi chi wen, “The foreigner 
Burgevine.” The coffin of the so-called Portuguese was of smaller di- 
mensions, but double, and covered with varni-h. We understand that 
Mr. Lewis obtained a document written in Chinese, purporting to be = 
full record of all the occurrences, which now awaits translation and 
minute examination. Assuming the truth of the statements made by the 
man who professed to have been on board at the time of the overset, it 
would appear that the boat with the three foreigners and their guard had. 
arrived at a part of the river where navigation is impeded by 
shoals and rapids, and where it was than rendered most dangerous by 
the enormous quantity of water pouring down from the mountains. From: 
these rapids a strong current sets to a rock about fifty feet in height, which 
stands or the high bank. Washing the base of this rock, the current 
crosses the stream again, and meets a mountain torrent rushing into the 
main river on the opposite bank. At the point of junction there is always. 
an eddy, and at the time of the occurrence, this had probably become 
whirlpool, The boat, caught by the current, was borne on to the 
rock, and having barely escaped collision with it, the sailors lost com- 
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mand of the yulos, and allowed themselves to drift into the midst of ! whiff, or in the arms of a comfortable chair, taking their caso 


the whirlpool. Here, at a point about twenty-five i below Lan-chi, and 
between that town and Ningpo, the boat was wrecked, and nine only 
out of an entire crew of twenty-two were saved. About a mile and a 
half nearer to Lan-chi a number of shallows block up the course of the 
‘stream, and there the bodies were subsequently found. The boat was 
‘capsized on the fourth day of the intercalary fifth moon (June 26th); on 
the fifth day (June 27th) the bodies of Green and the Portuguese were 
found, and on the sixth day (June 28th) Burgevine was picked up on 
almost the same spot. His coffin has since been brought to Shanghai and 
opened. The body has been fully identified, but the official report of the 
examinetion has not yet been published. 

Two men named Stevens and Gerard have been found guilty of the 
wilful murder of one McDonald, late keeper of the International Hotel at 
Hankow. MeDonald ‘was found lying dead on the bund, his body being 
covered with wounds.” The hotel, of which up to a short time before his 
death be had been proprietor, was a well known resort of the rowdy 


eaptains of junks and lorchas, and to this class it is suy the ruffians 
who murdered the deceased belong. The Ppabesszarsy be sent to 
Shanghai for trial before the Supreme Court, 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Since the departure of the last mail an excellent opportunity 
‘bas been afforded foreigners for witnessing the peculiar forms and 
ceremony of a Chinese lying-in-state and grand funeral obsequies, 
by the death of the wealthy mandarin banker, Takee, with whose 

. Bame many of your readers may probably be familiar. On the 
evening of the second day of what might be termed the lying- 
in-state, accompanied by a couple of friends, I went to Takee’s 
house. On arrival there we found a large number of Celestials 
crowding and staring round the entrance, which was illuminated 
by lanterns, and over which a curious lofty structure had been 
reared, composed of small panes of window-glass set in a fram- 
ing of white cotton cloth, puckered and arranged by bows, 
rosettes, &c., into a regular pattern and panels, A number of 
candles and lamps were placed behind the panels of window- 
glass, on which figures of flowers and leaves had been roughly 
painted, the whole forming ao light and rather elegant screen 
for a native orchestra, but who, no doubt, tired with their day’ 
exertions, did not mar the pleasure of our sight-seeing by mak- 
ing the night hideous with their music. 

Pushing our way through the good-tempered but odorous 
crowd we came face to face with a Municipal Council policeman, 
stationed at the wide-opened doors, whose business was to allow 
all foreigners to enter, but only such natives as bore tickets of 
admission or were friends of the deceased. Passing this amiable 
though stern-looking Cerberus and along a short passage or hall, 
in which we noticed a scarlet umbrella and several red wooden 
tablets, marks of the dead man’s rank, we entered a suite of 
rooms brilliantly lighted by hanging glass lanterns and some 
overgrown candles. ‘The rooms were divided from each other 
by screens or walls of open lattice-work, cleverly and very neatly 
contrived by curious twillings and puckerings of white cotton 
cloth ; the knowing ones said, “ white shirtings.” On two of 
these screens, forming a central room, we noticed two eight 
sided medallions with grotesque representations of a deer and 
acrane, which must have requireduo small ingenuity to compose, 
considering the nature and extraordinary puckered form of the 
material employed. 

From the ceiling of this room was hanging a large mysterious- 
looking ornament fashioned from the same stuff, adorned with 
tassels and streamers, whose use or object it was impossible to 
divine. On the walls of the rooms, and on the screens separat- 
ing the rooms from each other,— or what seemed to me dividing 
avery large room indeed into several smaller ones—hung 
strips of variously-coloured satin, inscribed with quotations 
from the Chinese classics in gilt and silvered lettering—votive 
tablets from the deceased’s friends. These tablets were about 
twelve or eighteen inches in breadth and some six or eight feet 
high or long. Their more general hue was a rich dark blue or 
white ; the former with gilt letters, thelatter with silvered or gilt, 
but there were some of very delicate tints of other colours— 
pink, lavender, lemon, &c. From the top of each on either side 
hung a long thin silken tassel, probably for securing the tablet 
when rolled up into scroll. The effect was really very 
elegant, These rooms were furnished with mirrors, tables and 
chairs, many of the latter being covered with richly- 
embroidered pieces of blue silk or satin, Several cheval-glasses 
Presented an odd dressing-roomish appearance, and with some 
French gilt clocks, which did not go, looked quaintly outof place 
with their surroundings. When we arrived these rooms were 
filled with numbers of Chinese, either seated round the tables 
closely engaged with piled up dishes of their mysterious eatables, 
resolutely determined on the enjoyment of no ordinary chow- 
chow, or by others gently walking about, smoking an :cocasional 


with the beaming, cordial smile and loving look of well-filled, 
appreciative stomachs. 
‘The rattling of cups and dishes, the hurrying to and fro of 
 food-laden attendants and pipe-bearors, the fumes of the viands, 
the smoke of tobacco, the bustle, merriment, and chatter, the 
brilliantly lighted and decorated rooms, the cheerful giow and 
jovial gaiety of all, betokened a state of festivity rather than the 
presence of death. At the end of the central room, however, 
and in view of all, was a white lattico-screened portal, on the 
white doors of which was written, in large blue characters, “ Ling 
Mung”—“ Gate of the Soul.” 

Admitted through this portal we found ourselves in a sort 
ofchapel. Along the walls hung votive tablets on blue and white 
satin strips, as in the rooms we had just left, and along tho 
sides were ranged chairs, in which the femalo servants of the 
deceased were sitting as mourners, At the head of this chamber 
there was a kind of altar, with sacred vessels and Gargautuan 
candles buruing, behind which stood a raiscd board covered 
with a number of dishes, heaped up with all kinds of sweet- 
meats, fruit, and strange confectionery. Hanging lamps shed a 
qrilliant light here also. Liftiug a narrow white curtain on either 
side of this chow-chow laden board, we saw a second table on a 
level with it crowded with more dishes or bowls of meat, fish, fowl, 
and vegetables, above which rested, somewhat after the fasion 
of an altarpiece, a portrait of Takee, and at his fect, placed 
ona miniature chair, rested the Sacred Book of his beiief— 
the “ Tau-tih-King,” or “ Bible of the Taouists.” 

On one side below the picture, and with his back to it,a 
figure of a Chinaman, about three feet high, standing on a tca- 
chest, offered a pipe with one hand, and invited with the other 
to the good things laid out on the table before him; on tho 
other side atood a second inviting figure, handing a cup of tea. 
From rude unpainted wooden racks on each wall funereal gar- 
ments of some coarse fabric, ill-made and rough, were sus- 
pended—fitting vestinents for mourners in “sackclothand ashes.” 
The coffin of Takee was deposited immediately behind this por- 
trait, in a amull, dim, bare chamber. It was richly lacquered, 
about seven feet in length, two wide, and about three fect high, 
covered with a closely-fitting crimson-wadded quilt or pall, and 
was placed on a slightly-raised bier ; a coarse mourning robe 
and cap were carelessly thrown on it, for the use of his adopted 
son at the funeral ceremony. In answer to a stranger's 
inquiry as to what it was—namely, the strange-lovsing 
cap—TI heard au intensely practical, I will ot say 
irreverent, foreigner reply, “Spanish stripes,” Ly whick 
Tinfer he alluded to the material of the quilted pall. No 
priests were officiating on the first night of our visit, though 
we saw several in their white robes and skull caps moving 
about. Returning two evenings after, we were grected by 
three loud explosions outside the entrance door, which we dis- 
covered were produced by a servant firing some gunpowder, as 
the signal of the commencement of a kiud of mass or prayer, 
and during our stay this firing was repeated as often as tho 
priests resumed prayers, after a break in thom. 

We entered with as little difficulty as on the previous 
visit, The rooms wero as full and as brilliantly lighted os 
before, but there was no chow-chowing, and, as a conse- 
quence, I suppose, the Chinamen looked rather bored and 
tired with the thing than otherwise. Though they seemed 
pleased with the visits of foreigners, and flattered with the 
curiosity displayed by them, taking ovcry opportunity to 
enlighten the “ barbarians’” ignorance. 

Passing through the portal of the “Gate of the Soul,” we added 
to the large number of strangers who were collected in the inner 
chamber, or chapel, witnessing the Taouist ceremonial that was 
proceeding. There wore nearly a dozen white-vestured sud 
capped priests officiating. One read slowly aloud a scu:ence, 
at each word of which six or seven others, who were krecling, 
bowed their foreheads to tho ground, Then the chief priest, 
standing before the shrine or altar, and facing the portrait of 
‘Takee, receiving from a kneeling bonze on his right haud a 
small cup or bowl of food, sweetmeat, or confectionery, and 
after repeating the word of the first priest, elevated and lowered 
the dish of food ; he then handed it to a kneeling bonze on his 
left, by whom it was also elevated and lowered, and deiivered 
to a third to be carried away. The number of dishes seemed 
interminable, and the same proceeding appeared to me to be 
pursued with them throughout, At length the last dish was 
dinponed of for that “go.” The chief priest then read a paper, 
which I was given to understand was laudatory of the deceusod’s 
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Yirtues, and having placed it on a brazier of burning charcoal, 
and thrown a handful of silver-paper imitation sycee on it, 
one of the Takce’s wives or widows, of whom I hear he 
fas left a goodly number, rushed in holding the adopted 
son, achild, by the hand. The paper and imitation 
sycee flamed up and were destroyed, to the howling, 
banging, musical uproar, which introduces the gnome fiends 
and ioustrous devils of a Christmas pantomime ; the wife, or 
widow, and son rushed off as hastily as they had rushed on, 
avd the service fora time ended. Refreshment in the form of 
tea and substantial “board and lodging” soup was brought in 
to the smiling merry-looking priests, who seemed to havearrived 
ai the end of a service that had restrained them to a serious 
comportment, with immense relief, and to hail the advent of 
the “prog” with unbounded satisfaction and many a lively 
joke. 

‘Takee having beon at the head of the Ningpo Guild in Shan- 
ghai, and a Ningpo man, was taken to that port for burial after 
lying in state five days. The steamer Kiangse’s cabin was 
entirely appropriated for conveying his body at a cost of a 
thousand taels (more than £300), and a funeral cortege of ex- 
traordinary munificence and extent left his house on the morn- 
ing of the 16th inst. to carry the coffin down to the steamer, 
on which it was placed amidst the firing of many big guns. 
Owing to a misconception as to the time of the departure of 
the procession, I was, unfortunately, prevented attending it, 
and take the following description from the columns of the 
Sianghai Recorder :— 

As an out-door spectacle, it is reported to have been superior 
in splendour to any in the recollection of the oldest resident. 
Its commeneement is stated to have been paltry. A paper 
figure, like an elaborate’ scarecrow of a Guy Fawkes, called the 
“ Kan-loo,” or Road Spirit, also the “ Devil Seer,” preceded the 
] Tocession as herald of the dead. Next came atrophy of great 
value—the “Tsing,” or plumed standard, granted Takee by 
the Emperor; then a crowd, scattering imitation sycee with 
lavish hand to divert the malignity of evil spirits by exciting 
and then disappointing their cupidity. The municipal police 
band followed ; then a long line of ancestral tablets and the 
Yaoutai’s retinue; next, borne by four men, the “Tsi-ty- 
yung,” or Imperial Scales—another token of the favour 
of the Court of Peking. Then came the “ splendid” portion 
of the spectacle, Taouist priests by twos, gorgeously 
yobed in amber satin vestments, stiff with brocade and gold em- 
Dbroidery ; to glean some idea of whose “shape and sheen,” says 
the Recorder, you must examine the pall of Ambroise of Milan, 
in Vandyke’s well-known picture. 

After this glittering group a scarcely less gorgeous band of 
Bhuddist priests came, clad in scarlet, then a troup of by no 
means clean children—rather dirty little beggars, in fact. After 
whom, in the deceased’s chair, veiled in red crape, the Shin- 
tsu-Ba, a mysterious tablet considered the seat of the human 
soul, now in happiness, and closely veiled lest it be perturbed 
by bcholding the sorrow of those he loved. More Bhuddist 
Priests of second rank followed in profusely embroidered green 
robes ; then a closclyfclustered mass of tall’narrow silk and’satin 
banners inscribed with sentences recommonding the soul of the 
departed to the genii, and recording his good acts in this life to 
insurejhim a kind reception in the next. Then another 
instance of Chinese coutradiction—the “ Djur Lan,” or mourn- 
ing lantern, hung before the dead,man’s fuce to enable him to 
recognise his friends in the next world. 

The friends of the deceased then followed with his adopted 
son, clad in the coarse grass-cloth garments I have before men- 
tioned ; the coffin from Lintin, now covered with green instead 
of crimson, aud surmounted by a paper representation of the 
“ Scen-Hok,” or Fairy Stork, ‘This long cortege was closed by 
thirty-nine chairs, containing the wives in mourning garments, 
aud their friends crowned with chaplets of white chiua-asters, 
With such pomp fand circumstance (writes the Recorder) 
was Takee borne to the Joss-house near the Maloo, then through 
the streets to the river side, where, amidst salvoea of cannon, 
his body was placed on board the steamer Arangse, which was 
to convey it to the last resting-place at Ningpo. 

Takec’s wealth is reputed to be one million taels (about a 
third of a million sterling), and we were tuld by a mandarin, 
at the lying-in-state, that the cost of it—tho chow-chowing, 
Priests, pageant, and other outlay, till the coffin was deposited 
m the grave at Ningpo, would amount to 50,000 taela (Afty 
thousand taels), which statement we took cum grano salis, but 
‘wc were more inclined to believe this buttoned grandee when he 











said that four hundred candles were nightly consumed in light- 
ing the house. 

Takee’s death brings me to that of Burgevine, with whom 
he once had .a@ serious quarrel here, You will have 
heard before this-all about his capture and fate, and that 
his life was reported by the Chinese authorities to have 
been accidentally lost by the wreck of the vessel that was 
conveying him to Ningpo, in consequence of the swollen 
and dangerous state of the river. From investigations that 
have since been made, there appears reason to believe this 
statement is true. His body, placed by the Chinese in a 
handsomely ‘lacquered double coffin, inscribed “ Yang-jen 
Pi-chi-wen,” the foreigner Burgevine, was brought up here on 
the. 11th instant by the steamer Aiangse, from Ningpo. 

An important question affecting river frontage pro- 
perty has been decided by Sir Edmund Hornby, in the 
new Supreme Court. The Queen, on behalf of the Emperor 
of China, and E. A. Reynolds and A. Holtz for committing o 
nuisance by building a jetty at Pootung Point on land they had 
reclaimed from the river Wavgpoo, thereby obstructing its 
navigation. The prosecution, conducted by Mr, Myburgh, 
pointed out that the original title deeds were for 40 mow of 
land, that by placing casks in the mud along low water mark 
the alluvial deposit has been increased, and a large recovery, to 
the extent of 35 mow of land from the river been made ; that 
the building of a jetty would cause further deposit and en- 
croachment on the river; that its stream was narrowed, and its 
eddies and chow-chow water greatly increased and eudangering 
navigation ; denying Messrs. Reynolds and Holtz’s right to the 
redeemed land, the property of the Emperor of China, and 
urging that the building of the jetty should be stayed and the 
mole removed, 

The trial lasted several days; a large number of witnesses 
were called both for the prosecution and for the defendants, 
for whom Mr Robinson pleaded bond fide belief of right to the 
land reclaimed ; that the prosecution was bad as the Queen ». hia 
clients, and other points of law; that the jetty was ro impedi- 
ment ; that the growth of the land was from natural causes ; that 
no one’s rights or privileges were infringed by the acts of the 
defendants; and that other reclaimed property of this kind 
had not been interfered with by the Chinese authorities. The 
evidence was of a very contradictory nature as regards the’ 
obstruction to the river—some witnesses stating that the eddies 
and chow-chow water were produced by the Pootung Point rnd 
stream from the Soochow Creek ; others declaring thut the 
eddies and chow-chow waters:were the causes which influenced 
the growth of the Point itself; some showing that the eddies 
had increased of late years ; others again that they had grown 
less, In delivering judgment, Sir Edmund Hornby distinctly 
enunciated the law, that land between low and high water 
mark, unless held by special tenure, was hero, as in England 
and elsewhere, a Crown right; that it would be absurd to sup- 
pose that the Emperor of China was to be brought as a suitor 
into a foreign Court sitting in his own Empire, and that the 
prosecution, asthe Queen v. Defendants, was good ; Sir Edmund 
having decided that the obstruction complained of was sufficient 
to be considered legally a nuisance, gave a verdict against 
Messrs. Reynolds and Holtz; the question of removal of the 
mole to remain in suspense to allow an arrangement being made 
with the Chinese authorities ; and the works to be stopped till 
permission be obtained from the Taoutai to continuo them ; but 
leaving it open to the authorities to apply for an injunction on 
the defendants to remove the mole on evidence of a more com- 
plete and satisfactory character that it caused a real practical 
impediment to the navigation of the river. 

Apropos of reclaiming mud flats, that in front of 
the British Consulate is to be forthwith converted into 
the long-proposed recreation ground; there is to be no 
bunding, but the frontage to the river will be protected 
by metalling inthe same manner as in the Nanking Road Jetty. 
On the roads and public works of this settlement gangs of 
Chinese prisoners are now being employed as in Hong Kong. 

The Gas Company have been supplying a kind of gas to a few 
outlying houses, but the heart of the settlement is as yet not so 
favoured, and many, grown weary with “hope-deferred,” doubt 
if ever it will be. One or two native shops in the Maloo have 
had a sickly jet or two burning for some evenings past. It 
was reported that ten candles were required to make the jets 
perceivable; the wonder of the Chinese was strongly roused, 
and sundry hints were thrown out that the blue, queer-looking, 





small flickering flame was an infernal production—the “Devil’ 
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ight,” in fact. A few sanguine foreigners have the boldness to 
prophecy that we shall soon be blessed with this illuminating 
element. I mean gas, not Devil’s light. At a late auction 
about twenty shares in the gas company sold at from 60 to 
G5 tls. each. A few ditto in the Shanghai Brick and Saw 
Mill Company for 25 tls. each; aud some land pear,the old 
hospital, past the Ningpo joss-house, measuring 15 mow, at 
G5 tls. per mow. 

The Autumn Regatta came off on the 19th and 20th inst. 
It was looked forward to with unusual interest, as two English 
eighths were entered for the first time in Shanghai. The 
opposing crews were from the residents orth of Haugchow-road 
against those south, and were fairly matched. The race was & 
aile and a half one; from half-a-mile above Mr. Markbam’s 
farm to the club boat-house, by the stone bridge. It was well 
contested, bat Mr. Stout’s crew, putting on a maguificent spurt 
when within 9 quarter of a mile of home, took the south’s water 
and came in easy winners. Owing to several fouls, which were 
acknowledged, after a very lively discussion, by both crews, the 
race is to be pulled over again. The regatta afforded good sport, 
several of the races being very exciting and close ones; the - 
double sculls being won by W. Stout and H. Dent from Major! 
and R. Dent by half a length; and the senior sculls by W.? 
Gtout by a short length, after a gallant struggle with Major. 

‘Tho Autumn Races commence on the 2ud November. The , 
weather has been for a long period warm and dry, but during 
the past two or three days rain has come down, and if it lasts 
only a day or so longer the course will be in excellent order. 
The betting is far from as spirited as of yore, and the “books,” 
Ishould say, of very moderate proportions. The lotteries com- 
menced a few nights since; the highest price given was $110 
for “Early Purl” in the Oriental Cup, and $85 for “Sir William” 
in the Cosmopolitan. In pony races $60 for “ Bog Trotter” 
in the Maloo Piate, and tie same price for “Ozoue” in the 
Celestial. The well-known “Loafer” is dead, from inflamma- 
tion produced by forcing @ medicine ball down his throat with 
a bamboo. 
= Anew club, to be styled the “Concordia,” is being organised 
and cstablished here by the Teutonic dollar-grinders, its 
members being almost solely composed of German, Danes, Xe. 
Its object is social and recreative. 

Ting Taoutai has been appointed Acting Salt Commissioner at 
the departmental city of Yang-chow, on the Grand Canal. Yung 
will act here in ‘Ting’s absence. 


HONG KONG. 

The mail of 11th September arrived out on the 25th October, 
and the mail of 16th September on the 3lst October. The 
dates are now down to the 1st November. 

The following article oo Sir Richard MacDonnell is from the 
China Mail: 

“Tt will be matter of some interest among our readers to 
ascertain the line of policy about to be pursued by our new 
Governor, Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell. He comes to govern 
a colony which has just been registered as one of Her Majesty’s 
first-class settlements. The chief burden of his administration 
will be to dispose of a very handsome revenue ir the most 
effective way possible ; and it must be admitted that the amount 
of moneyfraised in Hong Kong by taxation, and of course 
for public purposes, is really considerable. Beyond exercising 
a care over the public funds, we are not aware that any governor 
of Hong Kong bas much more to do, For mere form sake, 
and to comply with the fashion of the age, he may give fancy 
balls from time to time, but his real business is to economise 
the, revenue, either by savingjexpenditure, or by seeing that all 
money laid out is properly applied. The people of Hong 
Kong are all of a thoroughly practical sort, and are very apt 
to fret when they sce public funds frittered away. 

“We believe that Sir Richard will arrive here between this 
and Christmas ; and, as we have no desire to lecture him upon 
the nature of his prospective duties, we simply take this oppor- 
tunity of pointing out what those simple duties really are. It 
is worthy of observation that the public expenditure of this 
colony has risen enormously of late ; and itis also equally true 
that there is very little to show for it. Suppose we take the 
roads, bridges (by the way, where are there any bridges 7), 
and streets—what do we find 1 Nothing more thana miserable 
specimen of engineering talent, which by no means represents 
in any adequate degree the amount of money which has been 








voted in the annual estimates. Any visitor to Macao can no- 
tice wihhout’ the least effort the admirable condition of the 
public roads in that ancient Portuguese city. We cannot say 


what expenses are incurred in the matter of public works at 
Macao; but we should fancy that a p!ace w:.ere a colonel’s 
salary is set down at sixty-five dollars a month would not be 
liable to very heavy expenditure in the making of ronds, strects 
or bridges. 

“It is therefore to bo hoped that Sir R. G. MacDonnell 
will exercise a tender care over the revenue and expenditure 
of the colony he comes out to govern, as well as an effective 
supervision in all matters connected with the public works. Ho 
will also find his hands perfectly full in looking after the Police 
Department, which has never been anything like efiicient since 
the days of those two competent officers—Messrs. May and 
Caldwell. Woe do not blame the present superintendents of 
police, for we cannot forget that their duties are much harder 
than those of any other public officers in this island ; but the 
intelligence of Mr. May, coupled with the expertnoss of Mr. 
Caldwell, produced results which we do not see at the present 
time—though some symptoms of revival seem to appear, We 
are rather afraid the new Governor’s mind will bea little taxed 
in regard to the Sint affair. We have consulted numerous good 
arithmeticians—we may also add several algebraists—and none 
of them can succeed in proving that the Mint will bea profitable 
concern.” 

The following items are from the Daily Press :— 

« Sir Rutherford Alcock, the newly appointed British Minister to the 
Court of Peking, passed this colony a few days ago en roule to his post. 
A deput of merchants waited on him here, and called his attention 
to the subject of railways. His Excellency expressed himself fully alive 
to the desirability of such works, but he feared that the Chinese Gorern- 
ment had not made that progress in enlightenment which would induce 
the required concesions and encouragement. 

«There is likely to be a little trouble between the Manderins and the 
United States authorities relative tothe death of the filibuster Burgevine. 

“The mortality of the 2nd battalion of the 11th Regiment bas con- 
tinued to provoke much discussion during the fortnight, the military 
authorities being universally blamed. When the battalion arrived in 
Hong Kong it was about 500 strong. About 50 have died, and about 
850 invalided. Two officers died, and two were sent home invalided. 
There is a great responsibility resting somewhere. 

©The sad evil of piracy is still on the increase. It never was half 
to bad as it is now, as far as square-rigged vessels are concerned, The 
port of Amoy is almost blockaded by pirates, The stationary senior 

ja Hong Kong does his best to suppressthe evil, and docs indeed 


naval officer in kK 
good service. But his gunboats are rotten and unseaworthy, and he seems 
put to some shift to make one of these craftfit to keep the sea for a week. 


The following items are from the China Mail :— 

“Clearer, cooler, and more bracing weather than we have expe- 
perienced for sometime, the only thing which could bereasouably 
wished is that the thermometer might be just a little lower at 
midday. The former sickliness in garrison and in harbour 
may be said to be at an end ; and the hospital accommodation, 
which we observe now advertised for, will arrive all too late 
for the preservation of the many gallant fellows who now crowd 
the Happy Valley.—A meeting of the subscribers and donors 
to the new City Hall has been held, at which a committee was 
appointed to decide the competition for designs, and a very 
satisfactory statement was made regarding the progress of the 
scheme. As the new Harbour Master's office is rapidly ap- 
proaching completion, the building of the hall may becom- 
menced early next year.—The establishment of the Canton and 
Macao Steamboat Company, and the proposed formation of a 
Public and Family Hotel Company speak well for the healthy 
enterprise existing in the colony. 

‘A curious accident occurred in Macao a few days ago. Two 
or three guns in one of the forts, used to fire a salute, were 
found to have been loaded with ball. Some damage was done 
to several buildings, but fortunately no lives were lost. Several 
arrests have been mado amongst the soldiers of the fort. A 
much more pleasant item of news is that which informs us of 
the Governor of Macao’s resolve to inquire into and entirely 
suppress the iniquitous coolie trade, which we have so re- 
peatedly denounced in these columns.

Two heavy shocks of earthquake have again been felt at 
Salatiga and Ambarawa, On the 24th Oct. an eruption of the 
Merapi (Java) took place ; stones were thrown out and a slight 
rain of ashes fell.

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2,500 houses, the palace of the Sultan, all the property of the 
inhabitants, the entire crop of paddy just gathered, all the 
poultry, &c., nothing has been saved.

‘I'he fire took place during the day, so that only two 
lives were lost.

The war-steamers Djambi, Ardjoeno, and Amsterdam h vo 
returned to Batavia from the expedition to Assahan. A 
small garrison has been left at Assahan. 

A revolt has broken out at Ceram. The Governor of the 
of the Molukkos had gone to Kaybobo, the capital of Ceram, 
on board the war-steamer Metalen Kruis, when, on the 9th, 
the commander going on shore unarmed, was treacherously 
attacked, but happily only slightly wounded.

fortnight, and the public journals are principally occupied with 
the discussions arising out of the late proceedings of the Dutch 
in Sumatra, and of the local reform recommended in the last 
presentment of the Grand Jury, namely, the re-introduction of 
@ gambling farm, With regard to the first of these 
questions,—that relating to the spread of Dutch in- 
fluence and territory on the North-East Coast of 
Sumatra,—it is difficult not to sympathise with the 
outcry raised at Penang, and which is to a great 
extent echoed here. If we are to have honest sympathy at 
all, it must be with the people of those provinces, who have 
their institutions and government changed against their will, and 
not with any body of foreign merchants whose pockets only 
fare affected. On the other hand, too, if we can justify our 
own policy throughout the East, and admit the advantages of 
civilized government, it would be difficult, on philanthropic 
grounds, reasonably to object to the extension of Dutch influ- 
ence in Sumatra. We have found in our own experience 
that a people, careless and indolent under native misrule, 
gradually become ambitious and enterprising when they have 
the justice and security extended to them which a European 
government affords. What the English merchants in the 
Straits should aim to secure is, not the arrest of Dutch progress 
in Sumatra but a full and equable participation in all the com- 
mercial privileges which the Netherlands Government may 
obtain for their own subjects in their newly acquired territories. 
To this they are entitled to by the same treaty (that of 1824) 
which, in our reading, precludes any effective interference with 
whatever extension of territory the Dutch may, upon any 
reasonable pretext, seek to establish in Sumatra. 

The past fortnight has been rendered somewhat gay by the 
Autumn Races, which were held on the 31st October and the 
2nd and 4th November. To-morrow will be observed as a 
public holiday by all the banks and merchants, in celebration of 
the Prince of Wales’ birthday, which, owing to the departure of 
the mail, could not be held to-day. The weather has been 
cool and pleasant during the fortnight ; in fact, we are about 
entering the only season which may here be said to be cool. 

It is announced that an American, said to be a commis- 
sioner from the United States, has obtained a concession from 
the Sultan of Bruni to monopolise the trade of his dominio:

CHINA EXPORTS. 


Txa.—A large business bas been transacted during the fortnight, and 
notwithstanding the restricted selection, rates have advanced. 

Canrox.—Country Greens :—No sales, with the exception of 80 half- 
chests Hyson for Bombay, have taken place, and our stock remains as be- 
fore. Canton Greens continue to be neglected, and only 100 boxes gun 
Pour at 184 ts,, and 500 half-chests Hyson at 20 to 22 tls. have been 
setcled. 

Foocnow.—The market for Congous remained dull until the arrival 
of the 26th August mail on the 15th Oct. bringing improved accounts 
from England. A lange business has siace been done at very full rates, 
‘Teas at 22 taels and upwards are probably worse value, but we do not 
quote any actual change in prices. Arrivals have come in freely, and 
our stock is stiil nearly 100,0U0 chests. Oolongs : There has not been so 
much doing in these teas; as the kinds at present on offer are not desir 
able, and the later fourth crop teas are expected to offer a better ascurt- 
ment for selection, Scented: A large business has been done in these 
kinds ; at reasonable prices, if the export were not double last year’s, and 
if the late period of the year had not caused a deliciency of aroma in the

SHANGHAL.—Black :—Considerable activity has prevailed in 
market during the past fortniybt, and a large business has been 
transacted, settlements reaching a total of G6 chops. Prices have ruled 
irregularly, but our last lower quotations were current until the arrival of 
the 26th August mail, since when buyers have paid I to 1.5 tls. advance. 
Supplies arrive somewhat freely from Kiukiang, although slowly from 
Hankow ; our stock, however, is still considerable. We quote second aud 
third crop Opacks, 22.5 to 28 tls. ; second and third crop Ningchows, 2 
to 285 tls. ; second and third crop Oonahms, 18 to 24 tls. ; secoud and 
third crop Hobows, 17 to 18.5 tis. In greens there has also been an in- 
creasing business on American account, and prices for Moyune descrip- 
tions have advanced 2 tls, Pingsueys have attracted more attention, and 
8 chops have been placed. 

Hanxow.— Up to the arrival of the Engiish mail of 26th August, the 
market had been quiet with a gencrally easier fevting, but the improved, 
advices at once encouraged holders to befitm. The majority of the teat 
in stock are under advances to the banks, and teamen, conscious, too, that 
the yield will be some 5,000,000 lbs. under last year’s, are Ly no means 
anxious to realise. Settlements reached 35 chops, nearly all common 
teas, The St. Andrew's Castle had sailed for London, and there was no 
vessel on the berth. Quotations were, Qopacks and Oonams, commou to 
fair, 12 to 20 th. 

Kiuxianc.—Black Teas; The quality of the teas offered was so low 
that very little had been done by buyers, though upwards of 11,000 
packages had been shipped to Shanghai on active account. Prices 1 
be quoted a little lower.

Raw Siti ‘The new feature in the trade is the export from 
Silkworm’s eggs. The supply appears unlimited, and as the climate of 
Japan is pretty severe in the winter, the worm must be of a hardier na- 
ture than the sort hitherto bred in Kurope. In this view of the case, this 
new feature in the silk export, may create an entirely new 
the trade, for there is no saying bow far to the North of Burope it may 
extend. Of raw silk the French steamer took 735 bales—the present con- 
veyance takes about 1,700 bales. 

SHancuat.—There has been less activity in this market throughout 
the fortnight, caused by the extreme quotations now demanded by the 
dealers, the settlements having barely amounted to 1,00U bales, the bulk 
of which are Tsatlecs. Prices show an arivance of Tis. 15 to 25 per 
picul, and, although there are very few buyers, the Chinamen appear fi 
influenced by the unprecedentedly high rates now ruling in the producing 
district The arrivals from the interior are estimated at 1,0U0 bales, and 
from gpo 29 bales, so that unsuld stock shows no alteration. The 
transactions of the fortnight are estimated at 1,0U0 bales, against 33,000 do. 
corresponding fortnight last season, and 2,250 do. the season hefore. ‘The 
total settlements this season to date amount to 26,500 bates, against

Yoxouama.—Our market has advanced fully 30 dols, per picul with 
still an upward tendency. A few bales of good Maibash have been taken. 
at 820 dols. per picul; which at present exchange we make to lay down 
in London at 33%, Gd.” Regarding the expected yield for the season, no 
reliable information can be obtained, but it is now said that the total ex- 
port is not likely to exceed 15,000 bales. ‘Thus putting the total export 
from China at 55,000 to 60,000 bales (of which 42,000 has already gone 
forward) we shall have a total export from the East of 70,000 to 73,000 
bales; not including Canton, Bengal, or Persian silk. The settlements.

Hoxe Koxc.—Cotton Yarn: Fully maintains the quotations given 
under date of last report, and the article is now in very small stock, The 
settlements of the past fortnight are estimated at 350 bales, more than one- 
haif of which consists of re-sales effected on the part of Chinese specu- 
Aators. Grey Shirtings: Prior to the arrival of the Benarea the market 
for these goods in this colony was extremely dull, and some- 
what lower prices than thore current at the date of the departure of 
the last mail steamer would have been accepted; since, then, however, 
the advices of the rise in cotton manufactures in Manchester have mate- 
sially strengthened the hands of holders, and an advance of fally 10 
to 15 cents has been established. ‘The sales comprise 11,000 pieces, 
together with 20,(00 pieces reported as purchased “to arrive” by a 
foreign firm at ¢4.60 per piece for Ibs. 8.4 goods. Two thousand 
pieces of damaged goods have also been moved off by auction, White 
Shirtings: The bulk of the business transacted in these goods

BANKING IN FRANCE AND ENGLAND, 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

In consequence of the great attention lately drawn to the various 3 
tems in operation in England, Franc:, and elsewhere in connection 
with national banks, the Minister of Commerce bas caused an in- 
quiry to be set on foot in Paris on the subject, and several emi- 
nent financiers and bankers have been examined before the commis- 
sion appointed for the purpose, The relation of M. Adolphe Fould to 
the able Minister of Finance, and the experience of the family to which 
both belong, give special interest to the opinions of that gentleman. M. 
Fould blames the directors of the Bank of France for having lost sight 
of the principle of national banking in giving too general a scope to the 
operations of that establishment, and especially, to quote his own words, 
for “ having applied its circulation to matters which do not circulate, that 
is to say, to loans on shares.” If the Bank had confined its operations to 
the discouuting of commercial paper, M. Fould thinks, not that the 
variations in the rate of discount would have been avoided, but that they 
would have created less sensation in the country; he would confine the 
discount operations of national banksstriet!y to the cashing of commercial 
paper having at the utmost three months to run. As regards the security 
of the Bank itself, he is not of opinion that the rest should be used for 
discounting purposes; for although commercial paper is good security the 
public funds are better, andthe amount realised would confer little benefit 
‘on commerce, and would in the case of a crisis be no more thana drop 
in the ocean. M. Fould is specially opposed to the discounting by the 
Bank of France of foreign paper; for, he says, in difficult times the Bank 
would have to go to London for gold, and that would cause the Bank of 
England immediately to raise its rate of discount, and this, reacting on 
France, would give rise to exchanges which would completely annul the 
value of the operations of the Paris Bank in foreign securi H 
gards all speculative operations as utterly opposed to the object of a 
national bank, whose duty is (o maintain a proper proportion between its 
metallic stock and itsissues, which it can always do, he argues, without hav- 
ing recourse to dealing in the precious metals, or, in other words, without 
buying ingots as some aoe recommend. With respect to the elevation 
of the rate of discount M. Fould puts his opinion in the plainest language, 
he says :—* It is better to raise the rate of discount than to refuse a cer- 
tain quantity of paper. In cases in which credit and commercial honour 
are engaged, the merchant will always prefer paying a high rate to not 
having the money. A distinction may always be made with regard to the 
paper presented for discount ; ‘that which is created simply for the pur- 
poses of speculation with the money of the Bank should always be refused, 
Such distinction should be made not only in times of crises but also when 
the marketis calm.” 

M, Fould thinks the mechanism of the Bank of England, which sets a 
fixed barrier around its circulation, inferior to that of the Bank of France, 
in which the matter is left to the prudence of its directors. In the later 
the emission of notes may amount to a third of the metallic stock, and 
even more if the circulation is represented by good commercial paper of 
not more than three months’ date. If, he adds. this circulation be repre- 
sented by other securities, even the proportion of one-third may be a rea- 
sonable cause for uneasiness. 

M. Henry Cernuschi, an economist, examined before the commission, 
placed the question of recent fluctuations in the following broad and true 
light: —“ Crises become more frequent in proportion as commerce be- 
comes more extended. There is also another cause which may augment 
the crises, namely, the refinements of banking systews. In England the 
use of economic modes of payment is largely developed. A colossal 
business is done there with a very reotricted metallic stock. The stock, 
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= 
when thus reduced, is more sensible than it would otherwise be to impor- 
tations and exportations of the metals. The arrival of a ship charged 
with gold formerly, let us say, produced an abundance in the proportion of 
one; to-day the arrival of a like quantity may have an effect say to the 
extent of (wo. On the other hand. the export of a certain quantity of 
gold from England exercises now a days more than it did in times when 
it worked with metallic reserves relatively much larger and under a less 
perfect system of payments.” ‘The same witness adds, which no political 
ceonomist should require, but which contains a truism often overlooked :— 
“Tt is believed pretty generally in France that establishments may be 
founded to give things cheap, that is to say, at rates lower than their 
value. It is utterly impossible to create a fixed tariff for rates of interest. 
If you fx the value of money you must fx the price of all other commo- 
dities. All prices form an equation. You cannot change one of the 
terms without changing all the res.” 











A telegram from Shanghai, dated 26th October, informs us that “« Chief 
Justice Adams is dead.” Considering that the death of Mr. Adams took 
place in this country between three and four months ago, the news is 
somewhat stale, and we shall not be surprised if a telegram shortly an- 
nounces the demise of Queen Anne.

30 and 81, 4to.; Batavia, 1863, 1864) have been 
received in Europe. The contents are (Vol. 80) 1. Verslaag omtrent et 
eiland Nias en deszelfs bewoners (Report on the island of Nias and its 
inhabitants), with plates and map. By T. T. Nieuwenhuisen and H. C. 
B. von Rosenberg. 2 Lajang Damar Woelan. Javanese. This is a 
Javanese prose translation (by Mr. J. L. A. Winter) of an epic poem in 
the same language on the exploits of the Princess Prabu Kenya, of 
Majapahit. 3. Geregtelijke Geneeskunda (medical jurisprudence), 
translated from the Chinese by C. F. M. de Grijs. The Constitutio 
Criminalis Carolino, published in 1558, ordains, among other things, that 
in cases of poisoning, child-murder, wounding, &c., where the judge may 
be in doubt, a regular physician should be called in; and this work must, 
therefore, \be looked upon as the first European handbook of medical 
isprudence. It appears that similar regulations have existed from time 
emorial in China, and that they were first printed in the work of which 
the above purports to be a translation, and which appeared first in China 
between 1241 and 1258, and which has since been printed in many 
editions, with annotations by native Chinese scholars. This translation, 
taken in conjunction with the interesting paper “On the Medicine and 
Medical Practice of the Chinese,” by James Henderson, M.D. (Journal 
ofthe Norih China Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, New Series, 
No. 1.) referred to in No. 6 ofthe Record (p. 112), throws much light 
on Chinese medical science, and will therefore be welcome to European 
savants.—(Vol. 31). 1. De Formveranderingen der Maleische Taal (the 
formative changes of the Malay language), by H. Von Dewall. This paper 
treats fully and ably the important question of Malay derivation, deriva- 
tion being the whole pith and marrow of Malay grammar.

MORTALITY OF TROOPS AT HONG KONG. 
(THE TINES.) 


At Hong Kong there was stationed, at the beginning of the present 
year, a force of Europeans, comprisin, in the whole, 1,204 souls. The 
chief strength of this garrison consisted of the 2nd battalion of the 9th Re- 
giment, but a detachment of the 11th Regiment was also quartered on the 
jsland, and a small contingent was likewise contributed by the Royal Ar- 
tillery and Engineers. In the month of June the 2ad battalion of the 
Lith Regiment arrived from the Cape of Good Hope, and brought the 
total numbers of the garrison up to 2,079; but is must be understood that 
these figures include not only officers and men of all ranks, but women 
and children too. Wnat we are now going to state will scarcely be 
believed, but it is the simple truth that, before eight months of the 
year were over, very nearly one-fourth of these men, women, and 
Children were either dead or dying. The exact returns are as follow :— 
Of officers, four died and five were invalided ; of men, 95 died and 202 
were invalided; of women, 9 died and 38 were invalided. The poor 
little children furnish the worst tale of all. Of these helpless creatures 
there perished on the spot no fewer than 88, while 45 resisted long enough 
to be registered.as “invalids.” Altogether, in a little community of some 
2,000, 196 died and 290 were invalided, not in a single year, but in two- 
thirds of that time. The returns of a whole year at the same rates of 
death and sickness would give 750 casualties. In less than three years the 
entire force would have disappeared. 

‘This terrible report, though it might be. matched by the returns from 
certain Indian sations in certain yeors, far surpasses even \that alarming 
average of Indian mortality which so startled the public a short time ago. 
It is probable, too, that the mere records of “ invaliding ” willffail to convey 
any adequate idea of the facts expressed. The sick were at death's door. 
‘Sometimes they could not be moved to the hospital-hips waiting to carry 
them off; indeed, we gave a picture of the reality a few ‘days since 
in the description of a certain scene in Japan. It.was from Hong Kong 
and from this prostrate and perishing garrison that the ‘ invalids” were 
brought who landed at Yokohama in the autumn. Those miserable men and 
women who dropped down helplessly on reaching the shore were the men 
and women who had not quite died at Hong Kong. Nor was the condi- 
tion of those left behind much better. There must have been much 
sickness falling somewhat short of “ invaliding,” for the 11th Regiment, 
which had landed upwards of 700 strong, could only muster one hundred 
men actually fit for duty a few weeks after its arrival. Of course this 
sickness increased the severity of the duty, and so aggravated the evil. 











The few who could carry arms were called upon for excessive work, and 
_ ie sent by fatigue and exposure to join their comrades in the 
jospital. 

“We hope these facts will not pass without immediate inquiry. It is 
fair to state that the season must have been unhealthy, for the mortality 
wes greateren among the families of civilians well quartered and provided 
for. But it must also be stated that in the opinion of those on the spot 
the fearfal ravages of disease were mainly due to bad lodging 
deferctive accommodation, and general mismanagement. The I}th 
Reg ment found nothing ready for its reception in China, and even less, if 
that were possible, in Japan, ‘The troops arriving from the sulubrious 
cimate of the Cape were exposed without any protection to the malaria of 
tlheir new station, and when, as wasnatural, they sickened by hundreds, there 
were none of the requisite appliances for treating or relieving them. ‘The 
hospitals, indifferent enough in themselves, were soon overcrowded, and 
the men had to take their chance in their own wretched quarters. The 
medical staff, aswe remarked the other day, was represented for a great 

of the time by a single surgeon; and no misfortune, indeed, seems to 
ave been wanting to complete the fatality of the visitation. 
It is probable that Hong Kong could never be made a healthy station. 
It is but too likely that no other epot in the immediate vicinity would be 
much better than Hong Kong. Bat, if our troops are to be quartered ia 
such places, we may at least mitigate the risk of the service by all the 
precautions available. At least, we may establish commodious barracks 
with all suitable accommodation, and take care that when troops are ex- 
pected all due preparation shall have beon made for their reception. 
‘There was nothing that we know of in our relations with China to create 
any sudden or extraordinary demand for amilitary force. As far as can 
be seen, the garrison at Hong Kong must have been upon its ordinary foot- 
ing, and any detachment arriving there ought to have found either regular 
quarters or accommodation prepared. In the emergencies of war such 
privations as we have been describing enter into the risks and conditions 
of military service, but no such excuse can be given when, in time of 
peace and in the absence of pressure, our soldiers are exposed to such 
sufferings and perils as have now fallen upon the unfortunate garrison of 
Hong Kong.

Mr. Murray, of Albemarle-strect, has now published the 
Chinese Miscellanies, by Sir J. F. Davis, Bart, K.C.B, which we 
announced some time ago as nearly ready. Most of these 
“ collectanea,” as Sir John modestly styles the contents of the 
little volume, have already been laid before the public in the 
Quarterly Reviews or in the proceedings of various learned Socie- 
ties, That being tho case, the value of the book is precisely that 
stated in the motto—the convenience of having in one collec~ 
tion a number of things selected from sourcesnot likely perhay 3 
to be found together in an individual library, Altogether, the 
volume is a necessary one to all who take an interest in China. 
The writer is one of the highest Kuropean authorities on the 
subject, and his determination to reprint these papers is a 
sufficient proof of the value set on them by the public in their 
separate form, which will be much increased by the certainty 
that they have now been revised, and, if needful, corrected by 
the author. We trust, however, soon to see auother origival 
work on China from Sir Jobn’s pen. 

Messrs. James Griffin and Co,, of Portsca, have published a 
very fine steel engraving of Admiral Sir Michael Seymour 
Commander-in-Chicf at Portsmouth. Sir Michael will shortly 
be relieved from his post, and it is a good proof of his popu- 
larity that a publisher has undertaken the expense of this por- 
trait. Wecan answer for all old residents in China fully 
appreciating this fecling. 

The British Army and Navy Review for December merits very 
high praise for the papers that form its contents, while the 
“ Mess Room Companion” that accompanies it ought to ensure 
its being found at every such place of assemblage, whether in 
barracks or on board ship. The “ Companion” is a handsomely 
and very clearly printed register of the distribution of the Army 
and Navy, so managed that it can be framed and hung up for 
the easier general reference.—Tho Revue de UOrient (Paris, 
Duprat) for last quarter has among its pages somo very in- 
teresting “ Fragments of the General History of Japan, from

‘As I anticipated in my last, his Majesty accepted the _resig- 
nation of Mr. G. H. Betz as Minister of the Financial Depart- 
ment, and Mr. Olivier, Minister of Justice, is appoiuted ip his 
place ad interim, ‘Tho resignation of Mr. Betz is generally ro- 
gretted, During the four years that he was at the head of that im- 
portantdepartment_he carried through many valuable measurea, 
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such as the abolition of the taxes upon fuel, the commercial 
iucaty with France, the treaty about the sugar duties with 
England, France and Belgium, the regulation of our excise upon 
sugar, the abolition of the commercial excise duties, the 
new tariff of customs duties, etc. The balance of the debit 
and credit of his acts as Minister is certainly much in his 
favour. Opposed to all these important laws and measures can 
only be reckoned a private letter, which was addressed to an 
incautious friend, who abused its tenor and compromised its 
author,and brought on him thechargo of having used his influence 
upon the elections for the States Goneral in Limburg. The letter 
in quostion—which was written in the spring of 1864— 
oald never have been put toa party use if the Minister had 
not felt himself obliged to lay before the members of the States 
General a Lill for increasing the impot foneier in Limburg, 
which province had paid 300,000f1. per annum too little. The 
Opposition immediately took hold of this affair, hoping that not 
only Mr. Betz, but the whole Cabinet would be obliged to re- 
sign. ‘Tho comfreres of the Dagblad said that not only had 
Mr. Betz written a letter, but that our Premier also, Mr. ‘Thor- 
Lceke, wrote to his friends, Nothing, however, has been produced 
fiom his hands, and the Cabinet stands as firm as ever. I 
do not come to this conclusion because all the Budgets have 
been voted by a great majority ;on the contrary—that for the 
colonies has not been debated, because the members reserve 
their forces and arguments for the discussion on the Culture 
Bill; and, secondly, the Budget of the Financial Department has 
uot been discussed at all, as Mr. Olivier only asks a credit of 
the Chamber till the successor of Mr, Betz is appointed.

{ Full particulars of the result of the late Nijni-Novgorod have 
snow been officially published in the Russian journals, from which 
‘it appears that the total of goods sold amounted to 98,270,320 
roubles (being 6,045,870 rbls. more than last year), and goods un- 
sold, 13,186,680 rbls.; so that the total value of the goods 
Drought to the fair was 118,782,000 rbls, being 1,334,400 rbls. 
more than in 1864. Of this quantity $3,130,350 rbls. were of 
Russian produce, 9,858,000 rbls. European and Colonial, 
3,823,000 rbls. drugs and drysalteries, 7,255,000 rbls. Chinese, 
2,312,000 rbls, Bokhara and Khiva, 2,280,700 rbls. Persian, and 
2,788,550 rbls, Trans-Caucasiau. To this must be added 
1,325,000 rbls. spent in the hotels; also for the sale of bread 
and other provisions ; at the theatre, for seeing sights, sale of 
photographs, agio on gold charged by the money-changors, and 
various other minor items making up the above sum, Many 
of the regular buyers who received goods on credit at the last 
year’s fair, and ought to have paid for them at this, did not 
make their appearance at all, being sufferers from the numerous 
-conflagrations this last summer in various parts of the empire, 
and unable to meet their engagements, There was, however, 
no scarcity of money, and bills at 12 months’ date were readily 
discounted at 64, 7, and 8 per cent., according to the supposed 
solvency of the parties and the credit they enjoy. 

The Siamese Government has appointed a Consul at Berlin, 
in the persun of Herr Adolph Markwald, who has just received 
his Erequatur.

In the year 1861 the Admiralty, being desirous that the punishment 
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of the men should not depend upon the arbitrary will of a captain, 
directed that two tabulated forms should be arranged, and distributed 
throughout the services. Table I. gives an index of offences suggesting 
the maximum summary punishment that should in each case be awarded ; 
and Table IL, indicates the description of mama punishments that may 
be awarded to persons of and below the grade of petty officer and noa- 
commissioned officer, anbject to the Naval Discipline Act of 1861. Mr. 
Hickman, who is officially charged with the compilation of annual returns 
on the subject, and has just published the second of the series, thinks that 
it would be invidious to name any particular ships where offences had been 
more numurous than in others of equal size and complement, owing, as 
he very properly and naturally infers, to the want of governing capacity 
‘on the part of captains or commanders. ‘ We donot share inthis amiable 
feeling (remarks the Army and Nary Gazette), and we distinctly say that 
an officer like the commander of the Ringdove, on the China station, 
who punished the whole ship's company for the loss of a gong, which might 
have been caused by an individual and without the knowledge of the rest 
of the crew, was acting against the first principles of justice, and we only 
regret that the punishment to which the three seamen—Say, Carsons and 
Davis,—were subjected for the conduct they pursued on the occasion was 
not altogether remitted instead of having only been mitigated by the Ad- 
miralty. The commander of the Ringdove has been placed on half-pay, 
and is not likely to be disturbed from the place he occupies.” 

Captain Roderick Dew, late in command of H.M.S. Encounter on the 
China Station, is likely to be appointed to the commani of the iron-cased 
ship Lord Clyde, now being brought forward at Plymouth. Captain Dew 
distinguished bimself very mueh in China, and was made a C.B. for his 
services in that country. 

Captain Edward Augustus Inglefield, who was lately so fortunate 2s to 
‘obtain a good service pension, will, we understand, go as Flag-Captain to 
Lord Clarence Paget. 

Her Majesty's 2U-gun screw corrette Tartar, 1,296 tons, 250-horse 
power, recently paid off at Sheerness by Capt. John M. Hayes, from 
China, has been brought up to Woolwich to make good defects and be 
prepared for recommission. 

The Dutch transport St. Jane, from Schiedam, with 100 soldiers for 
Batavia, put into Piymouth Sound on the 7th, with water casks started in 
consequence of the late stormy weather. 

Her Majesty's 6-gun paddle-sloop Spiteful, recently commissioned at 
‘Woolwich by Commander Achibald D. W. Fletcher for service on the 
Brazilian coast, again returned to Woolwich from Portsmouth, having 
been found unfit for foreign service. 

The Queen has been graciously pleased to give orders for the appoint~ 
ment of Douglas Galton, Esq., late Captain in the Royal Engineers, 
Assistant Under-Secretary of State for the War Department, to be an 
Ordinary Member of the Civil Division of the Third Class, or Com- 
panions of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath. 

‘According to the rumours afloat at the clubs and at the outports we 
may look for numerous changes at the Admiralty either before, or im- 
mediately after, the meeting of Parliament. ‘The health of Rear Admi- 
ral Robinson is in such an unsatisfactory condition that it is fully expected 
he will, on the completion of his five years’ service as Controller of the 
Navy, on the Ist of February, resign ppointment. Sir Frederick 
Grey is, it is reported, now a candidate, with Sir William F. Martin, for 
the command at Portsmouth, vice Sir Michael Seymour, whose time ex- 
pires on the 28th of February. Nothing definite, however, can be known 
on this point until the pleasure of Her Majesty the Queen is taken. Lord 
Clarence Paget will hoist his flag and proceed to the ‘Mediterranean to 
relieve Sir Robert Smart, and when Rear-Admiral Drummond takes 
charge of the Channel fleet the Duke of Somerset will have almost an 
entirely new set of colleagues, as Rear-Admiral Fanshawe has only lately 
joined, and Mr. Childers’ vacancy has not been filled up. 

The sailing frigate Calypso, 18, attached to the reserve squadron in 
Chatham harbour, having been surveyed by the officials connected with 
the shipwright department, and condemned as unfit for further service, has 
been brought up to the dockyard, where the whole of her fittings have been 
removed, and she has been stripped of her dockyard stores, On Satur- 
day she was taken in tow by the Otter, paddle-wheel steamer, Mr. W. J. 
Blakey, Queen's pilot, in charge, and removed round to the Thames for 
the purpose of being docked at the shipbreaking yard of Messrs. Castle 
and Beech, Charlton, where she will be broken up. The Calypso was 
built and launched at Chatham, Dockyard about twenty years age. Since 
then she has been actively employed, and was one of the last of the sail- 
ing ships put out of commission at Chatham. She is generally sound and 
seaworthy, and the reason why the Admiralty have decided on having her 
broken up is the unsuitableness of the class of vessels to which she belongs 
for the present requirements of the navy. 

‘The Terpsichore, 18, having temporarily made good the injuries which 
she sustained on the occasion of the torpedo experiments in Chatham 
harbour, will be floated out of No. 4 dock at Chatham, and after- 
wards removed to Charlton, where she will be broken up. Nearly 
the whole of the smaller sailing vessels which for some years past have 
been rotting at Chatham, and impeding the navigation of the Medway, 
have disappeared, the Admiralty having either disposed of them to private 
firms or directed them to be broken up. There are still several of the 
larger class of 50-gun sailing and steam frigates and old line-of-battle 
ships attached to the squadron in the Medway, lying in what is known as 
“ Rotton-row.” They are perfectly useless, so far as any future service 
they can be put to is concemed, and only await an order from the Admi- 
ralty to be similarly disposed of.

THE TAIPINGS AND PIRATES, 

THE most satisfactory news we have yet received regarding 
the Taiping rebellion—we may now almost say the late Taiping 
rebellion—is that contained in our Hong Kong correspondent’s 
letter of the 13th October. The long series of reverses which 
dated from the expulsion of the Taipings from Nanking has 
culminated in the retreat of the last remnant of their once for- 
midable host into a mountain fastness in the interior of Kwang- 
tung, where, we are told, their chicfs are negotiating for a sur- 
render ; pardon being promised them on condition of giving up 
their leader, who is said to be the last survivor of the “ Coolie 
Kings” of Nanking. The pacification of Southern China being 
thus nearly completed, the Government will be in a better 
position (as our correspondent justly remarks) to cope with the 
disorders still prevailing in the northern provinces. In this 
quarter, however, the difficulties they will have to contend with 
are small as compared with those attending the reconquest of 
the vast territories but lately held by the Taipings. The Nienfei 
have already retreated from the province of Shantung, and ap- 
pear to be completely held in check by the Tartar forces ; while 
we hear of no further successes on the part of the Mahometan 
rebels in the north-west. Thus far the moral support, as well 
as the material aid afforded to the existing Government by 
England, has been attended with the happiest results ; and now 
that our proteges have their hands comparatively free, the 
question not unnaturally arises, are we not entitled to ask for 
some return for these services? It is true we reap the benefit 
of the extermination of the Taipings to a certain extent, in the 
increased security and remunerativeness of our trade with the 
Yangtsze ports ; but these advantages are nearly if not quite 
neutralised by the enormous incrcase lately manifested in the 
depredations of the pirates on the coast. That there is a con- 
necting link between the decadence of the rebellion and the in- 
crease of piracy no one can doubt. Beaten and dispersed on 
land, the Taipings have taken refuge on the sea; well knowing 
the coast to be richin plunder and abounding in secure retreats 
from pursuit. The Chinese Government possesses no fleet ; 
our own China squadron is wretchedly ill-adapted for the ser- 
vice chiefly required of it, some of the gunboats being rotten 
and unseaworthy ; and so these vermin of the sea increase and 
prosper exceedingly, growing bolder and more cruel in their de- 
predations, and, owing to the peculiar configuration of the coast, 
enjoying absolute immunity from pursuit. It is quite clear 
that no good can be done except by gunboats, of great speed 
and light draft of water ; and a small squadron of these should 
be in constant readiness, and devoted exclusively to the service. 
If they belonged entirely to the colony of Hong Kong, and 
could act under the orders of the Governor, independently of the 
Admiral on the station, then we might espect some good results. 
‘A considerable portion of the yearly expense might be defrayed 
by devoting the £20,000 now exacted from the colony asa 
military tax to this purpose; and the remainder, or at ell 
events one-half of the annual outlay required, might fairly be 
demanded from the Chinese Government, The marauders, 
from whom we have helped to free their territory, are now 
feeding upon our commerce ; and we trust that one of Sir 
Roraerrorp Axcocs’s first acts will be to urge upon Prince 
Kose the necessity of a contribution from the Imperial treasury 
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towards the removal of this incubus on both foreign and native 
trade, Such a contribution can surely be afforded out of the 
splendid revenues derived from the Customs establishments at 
the treaty ports, collected through foreign interests and ability, 
to the extent of £3,000,000 per annum. 

A telegram from Canton, dated 15th November, states that 
a successful attack had been made on some pirates at Amoy.. 
A single isolated case of success is however of little use ; indeed, 
the very same telegram informs us that “ piracy is increasing to 
“an alarming extent.” A vigorous crusade must be organised, 
and the work continued steadily fora year or two before we can 
look for any permanent result. We believe that on Sir RicuarpD 
MacDonnet’s arrival in Hong Kong he will have some satis- 
factory intelligence to communicate on this point, his Excel- 
lency having been occupied in endeavouring to arrange for 
the appropriation of either the whole or a portion of the mili- 
tary-tax above alluded to, to the maintenance of a separate 
force to be employed in the suppression of piracy. 


JAPAN 


A telegram has been received from Shanghai dated 9th 
November, informing us that “the ’ foreign Ministers had gone 
on an expedition to open Osseo “Livywn (Ossaco) to foreign 
trade. The other murderers of Lieutenant Bird and Major 
Baldwin have been arrested at Jeddo. They confessed their 
crime and were executed.” Many of the telegrams which now 
reach us via Galle are unintelligible, and we are left to guess. 
at their real meaning; in this case Osaca is suggested as the 
port indicated, but we rather incline to a contrary opinion. 
Osaca, or more properly speaking, Hiogo, is not to be opened 
to foreign trade until the beginning of 1868, and it would be 
a truly marvellous manifestation of Sir Harry Parkes’s influence. 
if he had already prevailed upon the Gorogio, in the Tycoon’s 
absence, to take on themselves the responsibility of anticipatiog 
so important an event by two entire years. If any expedi- 
tion such as that alluded to in the telegram has taken. 
place at all, it is much more likely to be for the purpose of 
examining some other port which the Japanese Government 
propose, perhaps, to substitute for Ne-e-gata. This latter port 
should have been opened in 1860, but was found unsuitable for 
purposes of trade, and no choice has yet been made of ono to 
servo in ite stead. 

The Tycoon’s envoys, who have been so long travelling on the 
Continent, have lately arrived in London, and are staying at the 
Langham Hotel. The Satsuma party are still in Paris, but are 
also expected to return to this country in a few days. 





HONG KONG. 

‘Tus cry is again heard from this wonderful little island of 
fevers, malaria, dysentery and death. For the past few years 
Hong Kong has enjoyed an exemption from epidemics, and in 
fact it has been Hong Kong “up” and Shanghai “down.” This 
revolution in the respective places has now given way, and the 
sun-burnt town lying under the mountains ranging from 500 
to 1,800 fect in height, has again assumed the features of 
1843-46, At that time, however, there was no doubt that the up- 
turning of the earth,which had been undisturbed previous to our 
occupation of the island, imparted a miasma fatal to the European 
constitution, This, added to the want of proper drainage ex- 
isting at that time, generated a fever so peculiarand so virulent 
that the medical profession were bafiled either to meet the dis- 
ease or even to name it, hence it was designated the “ Hong Kong 
fever.” With the completion of the public works, however, 
the health of the island improved for all civilians, but for the 
naval and military forces but little improvement has been or 
ever can be effected. ‘The habits of this class are sufficient to 
kill them. The well-known poisonous “samshoo” no doubt 
sets them mad before it makes them even drunk; and when 
some of them lie in gutters and call out, “ Pour it over me—I 
likes the smell of it !” no astonishment is felt at fever and 
death succeeding. Another fruitful cause of sickness among 
the poor soldiers and sailors is the virulent contagions from the 
Chinese women. A suggestion has been made in a letter which 
we give below, that barracks should be erected on the Kow- 
loong side, or the opposite side of the harbour of Hong Kong. 
We have constantly urged this, and the decision of the War- 
office not to incur this outlay is very lamentable but possibly 
insurmountable. On the annexation of Kowloong, we believe, 
the first thing was a quarrel between the naval, military, and 
civil authorities as to “sites” which resulted in a dead lock. 
Kowloeng is open to the south-west monsoon, which prevails 
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during the summer, and is not immediately under the hills. 
In fact, during the summer the climate is quite endurable. 
To attempt to make Kowloong, however, a place of business. 
and to abandon Hong Kong, is simply absurd ; nor would it be 
proper to build the mint there, seeing that the specie would 
incur the risk of transit in boats across the harbour. . The 
following is the letter alluded to :: 
TO THE EDIToR oF “THE TIMES.” 

Str,—As you have recently directed attention to the sickness and 
mortality among the English soldiers at Hong Kong, the following ex- 
tract from the letter of a in officer of the Mint about to be established 
in that island may, perhaps, be suitable for your columns. The writer 
may be relied upon as an accurate and trustworthy observer :— 

“ Hong Kong, Oct. 13, 1865. 

“<1 commenced a letter to you by the last mail, but could not finish it 
in time, as we have been in such a state almost ever since we landed, on 
the 20th of August, as to prevent our doing much in the way of letter- 
writing. The whole of Captain K——'s family have been down with 
sickness of one kind or other at the same time, except Miss K—. 
Captain A——, who came out with has had intermittent fever. The 
governess was knocked down by bilious fever, and Miss A. K—— died 
of fever on the Ist of October. ‘This makes the third death among people 
connected with the Mint since June. The engineman and the wife of 
the engineer foreman died before our arrival. At the time of all this 
sickness in Captain K——'s family three of his servants were ill too. 
The Government have quartered us in a row of houses on Morrison-hill, 
one of the prettiest places here, 200 feet above the harbour level. We 
have a splendid view of Hong Kong, or rather Victoria, and from our 
position ought to enjoy good health. It is on a granite rock, very porous 
in places, from an advanced state of decomposition, the slopes being co- 
vered with trees, chiefly of a species of fir. In the verandahs at the back 
we overlook the racecourse, which bas ntly been at no very remote 
period a small harbour surrounded by hills, except towards the sea. The 
grand-stand is immediately opposite the English cemetery —e good subject 
for a sermon! It is called Happy Valley, and is certainly a very beautiful 
place. There is a good motto overthe entrance to the Roman Catholic 
cemetery, ‘Hodie miki, cras tibi,’ which is more strikingly applicable 
here than, perhaps, in England, Almost every evening at six o'clock, 
since we have been quartered here, there have been echoed from hill to 
hill those dreadful three volleys. On one evening there were fifteen— 
that is, five funerals in the 11th Regiment, 2nd battalion, including the 
assistant-surgeon, M’' In! This regiment, which came here about four 
months since, I think 650 strong, has lost sixty men and two officers, 
‘They all look bleached, although they wear white uniforms, and yesterday 
some of them were sent on board ship as invalids for England. One 

or ee was carried on board, died, and was taken on shore to be 

uried.” 

The sickness prevalent at Hong Kong is obviously due to malaria, and 
it would be interesting to ascertain how far this condition may depend 
upon the disintegration of the granite, It is maintained by some persons 
intimately acquainted with Hong Kong, that the proper site for the per- 
manent English settlement is on the adjacent mainland, Kowloong, which 
is a British possession. The following advantages are ascribed to it :—It 
is declared to be healthy; it is capable of being easily defended; there 
is ample space for military accommodation ; it presents a secure harbour 
for shipping, which in certain winds is resorted to even by the shipping of 
‘Hong Kong; and it also afords good and sufficient ground for wharfage. 
It is further asserted that, as the land at present is only under cultivation, 
such as would be available for wharves might be purchased by the 
Gorernment fora comparatively small sum, and resold to great advantage. 
If the fore; joing statements be true, the Colonial Secretary would do well 
to reconsider the question of erecting such an establishment as the Mint, 
where Europeans must permanently reside day and night, in a locality 
exposed to deadly exhalations. ‘The preservation of human lives in such 
a caso should assuredly outweigh any argument founded either on mere 
expediency or economy in respect of money.—Lam, Sir, your obedient 
servant, ¥.

THE LEGATION AT PEKING. 

A Nation is said to be fortunate if it possess no history. 
Should this dictum apply equally to an embassy, our temporary 
representative at Peking must be considered a very fortunate 
individual, and he and his subordinates ought to be very happy. 
For many months—in fact from the time Mr. Wane was left in 
charge of the Legation—not a sound has been emitted from it ; 
and we are left uncertain whether Mr. Wapz has been sedulously 
employed in cultivating friendly relations with the Chinese Go- 
vernment, and paving the way towards a good understanding 
between the Imperial Court and our new Minister, Sir Rurner- 
FORD ALcocK, or whether he has taken advantage of the lull in 
diplomatic affairs to amuse his leisure by translating Teyysoy’s 
last poem into the mellifluous tongue in which he is so accom- 
Plished a scholar. And yet, one would think that the stirring 
events of which the capital has been the scene—the Ministerial 
crisis, the threatened attack on Peking by the Nrrnret, and the 
change in the Board of Foreign Affairs, for instance—would 
have necessitated some action on the part of our Minister, to 
Say,nothing of another event which alone suffices to give a 
special interest to Mr, Wave's regime, namely, the evacuation of 
the Taku Forts by the allied forces, described in our corres- 
pondent’s letter. Although this has been effected in a quiet 
way, and has consequently not attracted much attention, it is 
nevertheless a noteworthy fact that the last hostage held by u 





for the due fulfilment of the Treaty of Tien-tsin has now passed 
from our hands. Sir Roraerroxp Axcock enters upon his re- 
lations with the Chinese Government without any security what- 
ever for their good behaviour, and, should any difficulties arise, 
will have to commence de novo whatever proceedings may be re- 
quired to ensure due fulfilment of their treaty engagements, 
As long, however, as Prince Kune has the management of foreign 
affairs there is good reason to anticipate a continuance of friendly 
relations. 





THE MILITARY SCANDAL IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 
(THE Ties.) 

A lamentable story of military mismanagement, if it be not of something 
worse, has reached us from Japan. It appears that about the middle of 
September last the troopship Adventure arrived at Yokohama from Hong 
Kong, having on board some detachments from the 11th and 12th Regi- 
ments, including officers, men, women, and children, to the number of 
about 300. The condition in which these troops were landed is described 
as pitiable in the extreme. Some of the men were so prostrated that upon. 
landing they lay down on the ground, and several others, who attempted 
to march up to their barracks, fell out from sheer exhaustion, while every 
man among them appeared in a more or less weak and wasted condition. 
The women were, if possible, still more emaciated, and, burdened with their 
equally sick and helpless children, appeared wholly unable to reach their 
destination, Although the ship appears to have been in port for a day or 
two, and the condition of the troops might, therefore, have been communi- 
cated to the authorities on shore, no provision seems to have been made to 
assist them in reaching the barracks. Several of the women employed 
coolies to carry their children, and another was indebted to the kindness of 
a private person for a chair in which sbe and her four young children had 
to be carried up the hill. 

The neglect, however, of proper provision for these sick persons on 
their arrival in Japan is the least part of the alleged complaint. It isa 
more important question to inquire what was the occasion of sach serious 
aud widespread sickness among a body of troops, and for an explanation 
on this point we are referred to the treatment of the regiments at the 
port from which they had been despatched. They had arrived, as we 
have said, from Hong Kong, an unhealthy station at all times, but which 
during the last summer has suffered under an unusual amount of sick- 
ness and mortality. ‘The military hospitals have been quite full, the men 
have had to occupy the verandahs, many have even been treated in the 
barrack-rooms, and it has also been necessary to hire additional buildings 
to supply increased hospital accommodation, During the prevalence of 
this deadly malaria the 11th regt., which appears to have suffered the 
most severely, arrived at Hong Kong, and, s0 aid, found that no ar- 
rangements had been made for its reception, At a moment when the 
healthiest situation and the greatest care in their encampment were vitally 
necessary, the troops were quartered on a piece of ground that had been 
a Chinese burial-place, the exhalations from which were most deadly. It 
was here that the sickness was contracted which brought them into the 
lamentable condition in which they arrived in Japan, and they may well 
have thought themselves doomed if, after being brought to the verge of 
destruction by the neglect of proper arrangements for their reception in 
‘one place, they found that no attempt had been made to provide some 
relief to their weakness on their arrival at the other. 

It might well appear inexplicable how a regiment could be exposed to 
such gratuitous sufferings in the ordinary course of its movements in time 
of peace; but, if the remainder of the story be true, there is nothing in 
described that will not readily be accounted for. It is fur= 
t, inthe midst of all this sickness, the medical staff at 
Hong Kong is wholly insufficient to perform the duties entailed upom 
it. The surgeon of the 2nd battalion of the 11th regiment had for three 
months not only performed his regimental duties, but had also to discharge 
those of the deputy inspector-general and principal medical officer of the 
garrison, At the time when this account was written he was actually 
without any assistant-surgeon, and it had only just been thought advisable 
to order one of the surgeons of another regiment to proceed to his assist- 
ance. It is said, indeed, that there are not enough medical officers in the 
whole China command to meet any emergency, but another state- 
ment is made in explanation of the deficiency which is far more 
unsatisfactory. We are told that during the prevalence of this sick- 
ness at Hong Kong nearly all the beads of departments have been 
absent from their posts, and have been enjoying the more congenial cli- 
mate of Yokohama. Not only, in fact, was the General Commanding-ia- 
Chief then present in Japan, but he was accompanied by the two senior 
medical officers in the China command, one of them being the principal 
medical and sanitary oflicer of Her Majesty's forces in China, Represen- 
tations, it should be added, are made that these otticers were at Yokohama 
in the ordinary course of daty; but the fact does not appear to be denied 
that in a period of extraordinary sickness one medical officer has been left 
without any assistance in his charge, and has ever been burdened with 
additional duties; nor does it seem to be disputed that, from whatever 
cause it may arise, some principal heads of departments were absent from 
Hong Kong during a season of great emergency. 

‘We give these accounts as they have reached us, without making our- 
selves responsible for their accuracy. But it will, we think, be considered that 
they furnish ample grounds for a very careful inquiry. If they should 
be in the main authenticated, they would offer in some respects an aspect 
even worse than that of the notorious mismanagement at Mhow. That, 
at the worst, was a caso of military blundering; this would bear tho 
character of a gross neglect of duty. It is this, indeed, which will principally 
induce the public to withhold their judgment, Blandering, unhappily, is 
not uncommon in our army; but to leave the post of ordinary duty 
in a season of unusual danger is an offence almost unknown among 
‘our officers, whether medical or combatant. On the contrary, it has 
Deen & point of honour to hurry to such « post, even though the routine 
of duty might have furnished an occasion of absence. We hesitate, 
accordingly, before we can conclude that so unhappy an instance 
of the contrary conduct has at length occurred. 
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SILK IN FRANCE AND ITALY, 

The amount of raw silk which passed through the hands of 
the officials whose business it is to ascertain the condition of 
the material§with respect to dryneas, fat [Lyons {last week wes 
over fifty-nine tons ; being fourteen tons less than during the 
preceding week, and just one ton more than in the correspond- 
ing week of last year. The diminution arose simply from the 
extreme rarity of certain kinds of silk which formerly were 
wcarcely ever asked for. The word rarily, says the Moniteur 
des Soies, is far from fully expressing the situation ; certain 
kinds of Bengal, Chinese, and Japanese silks are absolutely 
wanting. Eastern silk begins to fail at Marseilles, which is the 
chief markct for that article, and sells easily at prices favourable 
to the holders. The price of manufactured silk at Lyons is 
rising with the scarcity of the article, while at Alais, Auleenas, 
and Valence, although there is no increase, the old rates are 
well maintained. 

Accounts from Italy are highly satisfactory for the manufac- 
‘turer and merchant ; at Bergamo, Brescia, Milan, aud Udine, 
business is brisk, and only restrained by the shortness of the 
stocks both of the raw material and manufactured goods. 


CHINA STEAMSHIP AND LABUAN COAL COMPANY 
(LIMITED). 

The special report which the directors of the China Steam- 
ship and Labuan Coal Company (Limited) have put forth on 
the occasion of the ,return of their Secretary from China and 
India cannot be regarded otherwise than satisfactory. The 
conditions for a more extended and successful development of 
operations depends on matters of mercantile arrangement, to 
be brought about by ability and discretion. Mr. Price (who, 
since his return, has been appointed general manager) has 
succeeded in selling one of the steamers found to be unsuitable, 
and has very considerably reduced the expenses of the fleet. 
There is no question as to the abundant supply of coal availa- 
ble, whilst additional labour is in course of being supplied by 
the shipment of coolies from Hong Kong, besides which there 
is every reason to believe that the Secretary of State will ac- 
cede to the application made by the company for the concession 
of lands and other privileges in connection with a rail route 
to Victoria, which will supersede the necessity of shipping off 
in an open roadstead, as at present, The marine supcrinten- 
dent recently appointed writes :— 

“ The prejudice hitherto existing against the coal is gradually wearing 
-away, and our coal is now taking its stand on much the same level as 
English coal ; and 1 trust we shall be enabled to obtain sullicient coal 
from the mines to meet the increasing demand.” 

In addition to that limitation of labour now about to be cor- 
rected, the two circumstances that have impeded operations— 
the delivery of the coal in sufficient quantities, and its dcterio- 
ration by being stored under a tropical sun—together with an 
insufficiency of shipping arrangements, will be obviated by the 
construction of a tramway, 74 miles, to Victoria harbour, the 
route for which is under survey. The excellence of tho coal 
is demonstrated by the improved demand, quantities having been 
latterly disposed of, after trial, at very remuncrative rates, at 
Hong Kong; also at Amoy, Swatow, and Foochow; whilst 
applications for cargoes are coming in from Shanghai, Bombay, 
Manila, Java, and Point de Galle. The company’s transactions 
in all these directions must shortly assume the character of a 
regular trade, giving enlarged profits. 

With the increased employment of steam in our Eastern 
waters, the introduction of gas at! Singapore and Hong Kong, 
‘and a mint also, the supply of good steam coal is a first 
necessity. Much is being done in the way of organisation to 
supplement and turn to account the outlay incurred. Inall 
industrial undertakings, under proper management, an enlarge- 
ment of operations is accompanied with the decrease of outlay 
relatively to the actual work done. The present enterprise hascon- 
fessedly reached ,a point at which returns, as compared with 
outlay, must be very considerably increased. In view of the 
wide ard enlarging circle of business opencd out, and 
the more efficient and more economical organisation 
effected, for labour, shipmont, and delivery, the pros- 
pect is certainly most encouraging; and we can come 
to no other conclusion than that the shares of the company 
after allowing for the influence of an adverso moncy market 
ou all descriptions of foreign industrial enterprise, have been un- 
duly depressed. Tho capital of the company is fully repro- 
sented in property, and expenses are materially reduced. The 
representation by such houses in China as Messrs. Gibb, Living- 








ston and Co., and Messrs. Smith, Kennedy and Co., should 
be a proof that the operations of the company are of a bona 


fide nature. 


With such gentlemen on the board as the following— 

Hon. T. C. Bruce, Sir J. D. Elphinstone, Bart., M.P., Reuben David 
Sassoon, Esq,, Harry Borradaile, Esq., H. B. Loch, Esq. C.B., Hemry 
Alere Hankey, Esq., William Miller, Esq., M.P., Hon. Francis Drum- 
mond— 
each holding a stake in the company, we believe that the coming 
year will show very different results, and that the days of no 
dividends and general dissatisfaction among the shareholders 
are now things of the past. 

Tho following is the report alluded to:— 

The steamers of the company are being actively employed, and the di- 
rectors have now before them valuable suggestions for augmenting their 
fleet and securing additional openings for profitable employment of the 
vessels. Mr. Price was enabled to dispose of the screw steamer Elgin 
in Japan upon favourable terms, and the board are in negotiation for 
replacing her at once with a vessel of larger carrying powers, more suitable 
for their present requirements, The marine ‘superintendent, since his 
arrival in China, in inquiring into the working expenses of the vessels, to 
which bis attention was part larly directed by the board, has succeeded 
in making material reduction in several instances, Mr. Pitman bas 
visited the ports of Hong Kong, Amoy, and Swatow, and disposed of 
several quantities of coal after trial at very remunerative rates, and re 
ceived offers to contract for certain periods; the result of his experience, 
however, is better summed up in his own words :— You will perceive by 
this that ‘the prejudice hitherto existing against the coal is gradually wear 
ing away, and our coal now is taking its stand on much the same level as 
English coal, and I trust we shall be able to obtain sufficient coal from the 
mines to meet the increasing demand.” Independently of these ports, 
and of Singapore, at which a trade was formerly established, the 
have received application from Shanghai and Foochow, Manila, Java, 
Point de Galle, and Bombay for cargoes. The directors are assured that, 
by the pits now in operation, more coal has been won than the company 
can raise for many years with the amount of labour hitherto at their com~ 
mand, and, when found necessary, other pits can be sunk immediately. 
‘The attention of the directors has been, therefore, turned to every 
means possible for procuring an increased supply of coolics. ‘Their 
superintendent has met with encouragement from the authorities at Hon, 
Kong, and under date the 26th of September, he advites that he expect 
to have about one hundred coolies ready for despatching by the steamer 
Stirling to Labuan. It is the aim, however, of the board to introduce @ 
steady and permanent supply of labour as soon as possible. With this 
view they are in correspondence with the Secretary for the Colonies for 
a grant of land, to enable the company to make free grants to married 
Chinese, by which means they may become actual settlers in the colonies. 
‘The directors have every reason to believe that Mr. Secretary Cardwell 
will comply with their wishes in this respect, as it will obviously be bene~ 
ficial to the whole island. The board have further to report, that some 
time back they despatched an engineer of experience in colonial works 
to Labuan to make a survey for the proposed tramway from the mines to 
Victoria Harbour. as originally contemplated. 

Some samples of coal lately received have been found to 
contain a large quantity of oil, and if experiments now in pro- 
gress should turn out favourably, the company will have come 
into an itamevse source of wealth, 












THE SURRENDER OF THE MO-WANG. 


Somz months since the surrender of the Mo-wang by Mr. 
Mercer, the Acting-Governor at Hong Kong, caused consider- 
able dissatisfaction. It is a pity that some officials have tho 
misfortune ,to be always in the wrong in the estimate of 
others. Now for our part we are inclined to hold the scales 
equitably. There are points on which we have differed with 
Mr. Mercer, but by no means do we agree with the condemna- 
tion which has been poured out on him in reference to this 
subject. We expect the greatest possible caution to be exer- 
cised on the surrender of any Chinese, but by Article XXI. of 
the Treaty of Ticn-tsin, we are bound to deiiver up criminals 
subjects of China, who shall take refuge in Hong Kong or on 
board of any British ship. It appears that Mr. Mrncer did 
take the most minute pains in the examination of this so- 
called Mo-wang, and the Acting Chief Justice and Chief Ma- 
gistrate did, after proper consideration, deem the man a pirate, 
and that no good grounds could be adduced for disregarding 
the said Article in the Treaty. In refusing compliance to this 
demand we could hardly expect mercy or justice in the case of 
any unfortunate Englishman who chanced to fall into Chinese 
hands, It is not often the Chinese Government trouble us for 
such surrenders, although wo suspect there are plenty of fit 
subjects located in Hong Kong. We have heard it echoed in 
some quarters that the Chief Justice and Chief Magistrate, 
being both Roman Catholics, used the opportunity of convict- 
ing the unfortunate man as a amall revenge on the supposed 
Protestantism of the rebels, We have a great horror of the 
Roman creed that “the end justifies the means,” but we are 
not so uncharitable as to believe this version. It is only 
natural that the people at Hong Kong should be horrified at 
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the cruel fate in store at Canton for criminals surrendered, but 
‘we cannot expect compliance to our demands under the Treaty 
if we refuse those of the Chinese. 








Ownne to the increased price of provisions, the Messageries 
Imperiales have increased their rates of passage money to Cal- 
cntta £5, and to Madras £7. 





On the arrival of Sir Richard MacDonnell at Hong Kong Mr. 
Mercer will resume his post as Colonial Secretary, and not leave 
immediately for England. 





‘Wa understand that the post of Chief Justice at Hong Kong, 
vacant by the death of Mr. Adams, will be shortly filled up from 
the Bar here. The selection of a Bishop has not yet been 
finally decided on. 





SIR RICHARD GRAVES MACDONNILL. 

Sir R..G. MacDonnell, the newly-appointed Governor of 
Hong Kong, having completed his preparations for proceeding 
to the scat of his Government, intends taking a short tour on 
the Continent, reaching Suez in time to proceed to his desti- 
nation, with Lady MacDonnell, by the first January mail. As 
any information regarding the previous carecr of the statesman 
now calicd on to preside over the destinies of Hong Kong 
must necessarily be of great interest to our subscribers, we 
append the following extracts from a sketch of his life, which 
appeared in the Montreal Magazine :— 

Burke informs us that Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, C.B., the pre- 
sent Lieut.-Governor of Nova Scotia, is the eldest surviving son of the 
Reverend Doctor MacDonnell, Provost of Trinity College,tDublin, by 
Jane, daughter of the Very Reverend Richard Graves, Dean of Ardagh, 
#0 well known to the Biblical student by his able and comprehensive com- 
mentary on the Pentateuch. Sir Richard’s family, fas bis name suggests, 
was originally of Scottish origin, He is descended from the Avtrim 
branch of that highland clan which acknowledges as its chieftain the 
“Lord of the Isles." His ancestors settled more than two centuries ago 
in the northern part of Ireland, where their descendants have continued to 
reside. His mother’s family is descended from an ancient and still extant 
English stock, one of whose progenitors, a colonel in Cromwell's army, 
settled in Ireland in 1650. From this soldier of the Commonwealth have 
sprung numerous and distinguished ornaments of the Church, the army, 
and the learned professions. 

Sir Richard was born at the close of 1815. In 1830 he entered 
Trinity College, Dublin, obtaining a high place at entrance. During his 
undergraduate course he won many honours, and in 1895 he became a 
Scholar of the House. In 1836 he received his B.A. degree, in 1838 
his M.A. degree, and in 1844 the special honorary degree of LL.D. 
Asa graduate, hi ecllency distinguished himself not a little asa 
speaker in the University Historical Society, a society which has made 
itself famous from the crowd of illustrious orators, such as Grattan, Flood, 
Plunket, Burke and Burrowes, who there displayed the first evidence of 
their magical powers, and received the first training in that rare art, of 
which they afterwards became such perfect masters and such splendid ex- 
amples. In 1839 he was called to the Irish bar, but having subsequently 
taken up his residence in London, he kept his stated Terms, or, more 
correctly, he ate the stated number of dinners, and was in 1841 admitted 
asa member of the Honorable Society of Lincoln's Inn. 

The facts of Sir Richard’s career are so richly veined with curious pas- 
‘sages of experimental research in out-of-the-way places as to justify the 
‘supposition that his personal history must be crossed and recrossed with 
experiences alike startling and instructive. Indeed, there is a piece of 
unique adventure in his earlier life which will illustrate the point. A fete 
was tobe celebrated in the neighbourhood of London, the profits of which 
were to be applied to some philanthropic or benevolent purpose. One of 
the attractions of the festival was a balloon ascension by the then cele- 
brated wronaut, Mr. Green, The day fixed turned out to be unfavourable 
in the extreme. Wind and storm prevailed to such a degree that the bal- 
Joon adventure was deemed to be hazardous. However, a large crowd 
had gathered, and Mr. Green possessed experience, and did not lack 
courage. He only stipulated for 2 companion. The subject of our 
sketch immediately answered the condition, and, having borrowed a great- 
‘coat from a spectator, took his seat in the car. ‘That bit of experience, in 
‘one of the most violent wind storms on record, must have been noteworthy 
as well as exciting; that it was the former there can*be no doubt, for the 
account of the adventure, written by the amateur wronaut, was so interest- 
ing and attractive that we believe we are not exaggerating when we say 
that it was translated and reproduced in every language of Europe. 

In 1841, as we have stated, Sir Richard MacDonnell was admitted as a 
Barrister at Lincoln’s Inn, and on the Ist April, 1848, he sailed for the 
West coast of Africa, having been appointed by the Queen Chief Justice 
of the British possessions at the Gambia. Why it was that Mr. MacDon- 
nell was selected for this particular office we have no means of knowing. 
He had indeed during his sojourn in London made his mark on more 
than one page of life. Asanaccomplished gentleman of courage and ad- 
dress, he would necessarily and of course win his way in society. But 
‘beyond the attraction of a polished manner, he was known for his culti- 
vated tastes and his literary talents. Contributions of marked ability had 
been made by him to several of the leading periodicals of the day, and 
these had attracted a more than usual share a noties, In this way, and in 
his capacity of Honorary Secretary of the Polish Association, where 
among other literary men he found in Thomas Campbell, the poet, an en- 
thusiastic fellow-labourer and warm personal friend, he became acquainted 












































with many of the leading statesman of England. Beyond the qualifica~ 
tions we have mentioned, Goverament probably recognised the presence 
of two recommendations, youth and capacity, the physical vitality neces~ 
sary to encounter the climate, and the intellectual ability necessary to 
perform the work. 

With a light heart and a strong constitution, a clear head on his 
shoulders, and the Royal Commission in his pocket, the new Chief Justice 
sailed to the scene of his allotted labour; and we are quite sure the de- 
termination of his mind was that the ebony subjects of the Crown in 
Africa should receive at his hands justice in colour the reverse of their 
complexions. It is probable that the duties of the new office were in~ 
sufficient for the occupation of one who at the time, and ever since then, 
has been beset with an inordinate appetite for work. It was not enough 
for him to administer justice, for with characteristic earnestness he 
dressed himrelf to the task of consolidating the laws. Moreover, the duties 
ofa Judge did not weaken his taste as a traveller, for we find bim instruct- 
ing himself while he benefited others by systematically pushing his 
way to the interior of Africa, to points and places theretofore deemed 
to te almost inaccessible to the white man. On one occasion, in the year 
1845, the Chief Justice, attended only by a suite of native servants, pene 
trated as far.as the dominions of the “ Sultan of Bondou,” to reach whom 
he had to ascend the Gambia 400 miles, and then to cross several provinces 
lying between that river and the Senegal. In the course of this udventar~ 
ous trip, the Chief Justice encountered the common dangers from cli- 
mate, and the not uncommon ones from banditti, but contrived to extricate 
himself from all, and to return alive—being one of the very few who bad 
safely accomplished that perilous journey. One incident of travel may be 
mentioned; for, since the episode missed a fatal termination, it may be 
recalled as a somewhat amusing example of intellectual consciousness, 
accompanied by physical immobility. Death seems to have been kept at 
bay, apparently awed and intimidated by the strong and indomitable will 
of the man with whose body he grappled but by whose spirit he was foiled. 
During the journey the Chief Justice wasseized with malignant tropical 
fever. Being his own physician, he met the assailant wit the best reme- 
dies at bis command. The attack, however, appeared to be too strong for 
the defence. The human citadel gras apparently taken, for the Chief 
Justice was, to all appearence, dead. Preparations were made by his 
sable servants for his decent interment, and these preparations the Chief 
Justice was quite aware were being hurried forward with a haste which the 
climate might, but which he could not, excuse. Happily for his fame, 
and for our work, the proceedings were suspended by reason of an alter— 
cation on a knotty property question. Each member of the euite desired 
to constitute himself the residuary legatee of the deceased Chief Justice. 
The heated controversy acted like a cordial on the subject of it, and seemed 
to supply the physical animation which the case required. Unable to 
utter a syllable, the supposed corpse had strength to raise his hand. Un- 
like the sea captain, who, in answer to the dying sailor's objection to be 
thrown overboard before he was dead, angrily observed, “ You need not 
be #0 jolly particular for a few minutes,” the suite suspended 
their unseemly chattering. The silent hand sufficed to convince 
them that the white man was some sort of semi-divinity in whose 

















presence speech should be hushed, and to whose person homage 
Thould be rendered. Partial recovery speedily took place, and 
the suite ‘having naturally jumped to the conclusion that the 


the Chief Justice would return at once to the coast, were beyond measure: 
surprised when on the very next day they were directed to go forward, be~ 
ing at the same time given to understand that asthe journey was under- 
taken to see the “ Sultan of Bondou,” to that Potentate it was the inten~ 
tion of their master to go. Nor was the journey without material advan- 
tages, for a Treaty of Commerce was enicred into with the Sultan which 
has proved to be highly beneficial to the nation, 

Having accomplished at the Gambia even more thaa he had proposed 
to himself or than he was commissioned to perform, Mr. MacDonnell re= 
signed his office and returned to his native country. While he held bis 
appointment at the Gambia, Mr. MacDonnell availed himself of his leave 
of absence during the sickly season to make visits in two successive years 
to tke British possessions in America, travelling through the Canadas, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and Prince Edward Island, as well 
as over a large part of the United States. Curious adventures, and ad- 
ventures more uncomfortable than curious, seem to follow some men with 
most perplexing constancy. ‘The subject of our sketch might perhaps be 
cited by way of example. On one of these North American excursions, 
Mr. MacDonnell, when attempting to reach the Island of Prince Edward 
from the main land of Nova Scotia, was obliged to embark in a small, ill 
found boat. This boat waswrecked in mid-channel near the island of 
Pictou, and our traveller, after buffeting with the waves as best he could, 
found himselfon shore more dead than alive, but kindly cared for by the 
fishermen of the island. With the beartiness which characterises his pro- 
ceedings, Mr, MacDonnell inquired into the manner of life of his humble 
hosts, and naturally desired to do something for the people who had saved 
his life. Thus it was he learned that proceeding at law were on foot to 
dispossess those people of their holdings, and that ey were too poor and 
too weak to resist the authority which could pay the lawyers and employ 
the Sheriff. Fortunately for the poor fishermen, the “ waif” which had 
been washed on their shores, or which they had fished out of the sea, was 
by profession a lawyer and by habit a man of generous instincts. He 
heard enough of their story to discover in the narrative a strong ingredient 
of hardship, and he therefore sent the facts of the case with the necessary 
retaining fee toa lawyer of Halifax, whom he requested to take up theit 
cause, leaving to the constituted Tribunals the responsibility of determin- 
ing whether the Islanders had or had not the claims they advanced. We 
may state that the fishermen were not disturbed in their holdings, and we 
may add further that they did not know their deliverer until, totheir great 
amazement, he appeared recently among them as the Queen’s Representa- 
tive in Nova Scotia. ¥ 

Having seen much and travelled far, Mr. MacDonnell in 1847 returned 
home, precisely determining to settle in London and practice at the Eng- 
lish bar, This plan of life was not destined to be carried out. Earl Grey 
was made aware of Mr. MacDonnell’s arrivalin England. His lordship 
had formed a very favourable opinion of his capacity in the comparatively 
subordinate office which he had filled at the Gambia, The office of Go- 
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vernor of those settlements was then vacant, and it was offered to and ac- 
cepted oy the subject of our sketch. Thus it was that for the next three 
years Mr, MacDonnel!“found himself possessed of almost irresponsible 
power, and engaged in the duty of governing as a paternal despot about 
one million of people. The commercial policy he had sought to intro- 
duce in 1844-5 was the policy be endeavoured to foster and promote in 
1847-8. The difficulty, however, was to check the marauding propensi- 
ties of numerous warlike tribes, whose only idea of commerce seemed to 
be to possess themselves of other persons’ gains. ‘Thus it chanced that 
the cultivators of the soil, as well as the peaceful traders of the settlements, 
found theinselves harassed and plundered by tribes to whom tillage and 
trading were alike distasteful. The new Governor, with instinctive courage, 
and in a summary way, determined, if possible, to put a stop to this state 
of things, and with this end in view he undertook to visit in person the 
«« King of Keenung,” who resided in a strongly fortified native town, and 
whose subjects had committed several robberies. This act of temerity very 
nearly cost the Governor his life, for he fell into an ambush treacherously 
laid for him, and with two friends by whom be was accompanied only 
just missed assassination ; for his clothes were literally pierced and cut 
in a dozen places with spears andswords. Experience and an apt 
address on his part and the patt of his friends, added to the gallantry of 
some local allies, saved him from being murdered. Should the natives, 
with their increased knowledge of manufactures, become acquainted with 
the qualities of Sheffield cutlery, it is provable that some future act of 
treachery will be less cheerfully remembered than the one under notice, 

Such an affront to the Queen's Representative could not be borne. 
Retribution, sharp and peremptory, was at once decided on; and thus a 
new character came to be added to those already acquired by one who 
had successively been a Chief Justice, a Plenipolentiary and a Governor. 
‘The military was added tothe civil character, or rather the latter was for 
the time merged in the former. His Excellency forthwith commenced 
warlike operations, and by great exertion, and with the cordial co-opera- 
tion of the then commandant, Major Hill, of the {nd West India Regiment, 
an efficient force was soon organised and ready for service. Government 
House under the circumstances was wholly foreign to the Governor's taste, for 
he had no disposition “to live at home at ease.” Therefore it was his Ex- 
cellency caused himself to be gazetted as captain ofa company of volunteers 
to act under the orders ofthe Commandant. The fortified town of Barnbak 
lying directly in the route was besieged and taken, and afterwards the 
town of Keenung was assaulted. The fighting on both sides appears to 
have been ereditable for gallaniry and conspicuous for pluck. ‘The King, 
however, was not eatisfied with the state of affairs, for his comparatively- 
speaking large army, which had rushed confidently to the attack, was foiled 
and driven back by the small British force. Thereupon his Majesty added 
discretion to valour, and, having made restitution of all plunder, humbly 
sued for peace. This contest, which cost the British thirty soldiers in killed 
and wounded, resulted in measures of increased security to trade and com- 
merce, and at the same time produced such a wholesome impression on 
the minds of the native chiefs with respect to the capacity of the new Go- 
vernor, that no further disturbance arose in that part of the country during 
his Excellency’s administration. We may mention that in his work on 
colonial policy Earl Grey has warmly eulogised the conduct of his Ex- 
cellency for his rule at the Gambia. Before returning to England, Mr. 
Mac Donnell determined to gratify afresh that relish for adventure which 
seemed to be inherent in his nature. He took two excursions into the 
interior of the Continent, in one of which we believe he penetrated 
further than any white traveller had previously accomplished, for he found 
himself in the region of those monstrous animal and vegetable 
productions for which equatorial Africa is famous. ‘These explo- 
Tations, while they yielded personal gratification to the explorer, 
were tumed to beneficial account for the nation. ‘Ihe commerce of the 
Gambia was developed and so much increased that it recently employed 
inwards and outwards no less than seventy thousand tons of shi 
1851 Mr. MacDonnell returned to England on leave of absence, and in 
1852 he was created a Companion of Bath. Inthe latter year, at the re- 
guest of Government, he revisited the Gambia where he remained for 
few months to pertect certain local arrangements and complete various 
commercial treaties with native chiefs. 

‘While thus engaged he was gazetted to the Government of St. Lucia, and 
almost immediately afterwards to what in point of climate may be regarded 
as the more desirable one of St. Vincent. Disappointment met him on the 
threshold of his new Government, for St. Vincent, the most picturesque 
and ordinarily the most healthy of the West India Islands, was then 
ravaged with ycllow fever, to which disease his predecessor in the Govern- 
ment, Sir John Campbell, had fallen a victim. In the second year of 
Mr. MacDonnell’s administration the more terrible scourge of cholera, 
visited the island, and in a form so dreadful as to appal the stoutest hearts. 
‘The writer has in his possession a letter written by a gentleman, at that 
time a resident clergyman of St. Vincent, but now settled in Canada, 
contains the maturely formed opinions of one thoroughly competeat 
to judge of the qualities of the man who then represented the Queen at 
‘St. Vincent. 

‘After administering the Government of St. Vincent for about two years, 
‘Mr. MacDonceil returned to England, when he received from Her Ma- 
jesty the honour of knighthood, It so happened that he was in London, 
in the spring of the year, when, on the intervention of the House of Com- 
mons, the nomination of a gentleman to the Government of South Aus- 
tralia was revoked. The vacant olfice was, by the Queen's command, 
without any solicitation on his part, offered to Sir Richard MacDonnell, 
accompanied with the intimation that he would be invested with the superior 
title of « Captain-General and Governor in Chief." The offer was ac- 
cepted and obeyed with such alacrity that, on the 7th of June following, 
we read of the arrival of Sir Richard and Lady MacDonnell at Adelaide, 
the seat of his new Government. 

The colony seemed to have reached a critical point in its history. The 
questions of Parliamentary responsibility and local eelf-government were 
being discussed in the Australian asthey had been in the British American 
possessions. The colonial policy of the empire favoured the popular 
views of the colonists, aud it would seem that Sir Richard was instructed 
to carry out in Australia what Lord Sydenham had initiated in Canada, 
a system of popular Government based on ministerial responsibility, It 















































might be instructive did our space permit, to note the political progress of 
that province from its state of tutelage to its condition of self-government, 
and compare it ia its separate parts with the system which obtains in 
Canada. There are points of difference, not unworthy of note, with 
Tespect to which, the advantage may not altogether incline to the latter 
Province. 

‘The apparently irrepressible desire of Sir Richard MacDonnell to see 
everything and go everywhere, moved his Excellency to undertake long 
and frequent journeys to the interior and along the seaboard of his do- 
minions, This practice was as fruitful in popularity as it was in personal 
gratification. ‘The governed were brought into personal contact with the 
Governor, much to their mutual gratification, and perhaps to their mutual 
advantage. There were besides objects of natural curiosity as well as of 
local interest to examine which would attract one who, like Sir Richard, 
appears to be beset mith an explorer’s passion for adventure. His rule in 
Australia was marked with energy and originality, and his departure was 
accompanied with general regret. 

On bis return to England Sir Richard very earnestly addreseed himself 
to the work of bringing under the notice of the Government the claims 
of Colonial Governors to retiring or superannuation allowances. The 
able enclosure which accompanied the following letter was, we have reason 
to believe, from the pen of Sir Richard himself, It must be satis- 
factory to him to know that his views have become embodied in the law 
of the land, and that a most meritorious and, at the same time, much 
slighted class of the public sersants have reason to thank him for attract- 
ing attention to their claims, and for being instrumentally the means of 
securing forthem substantial consideration. Many a high-minded repre- 
sentative of her Majesty will, by the passing of that Act, feel himself to 
be released from galling cares. His official career is now brightened 
with the prospect of a peasion from Imperial funds, and cannot there- 
fore be blemished with humiliating efforts to make a purse from colonial 
emoluments.

“My Lorp Dexe,—We, the undersigned, in common, we believe, 





with others who have administered colonial government, as Her Ma- 
jesty’s representatives therein, have long felt the exceptional and peculiar 
hardship of being the only immediate servants of the Crown for whom 


no retiring allowances, under any circumstances, have hitherto been pro- 
vided, whatever may be the merit or length of their services. 

“We, therefore, respectfully solicit your Grace's attention to the en- 
closed printed statement, which, we believe, fairly illustrates the anoma- 
lous and painful position of governors of colonies in that respect, as com— 
pared with Her Majesty's other public servants. 

“We request your Grace to consider favourably the arguments set 
forth in the enclosed paper ; and trust that you may see fit to bring the 
subject under the consideration of Her Majesty's advisers, with a view to 
the introduction of some Parliamentary measure which may meet the 
case. The sketch of a Bill annexed to the within statement is intended 
only to illustrate our view of what such a measure might be. 

© We are quite aware that it does not rest with us to suggest the proper 
means of carrying out the intentions of Her Majesty's Government, even 
though they may accord with our views.—We have, &e.,

With his experience of the colonial service and his repute asa Go- 
vernor, it was not probable that Sir Richard MacDonnell would remain 
long unemplosed. On the succession of Earl Mulgrave to the title of his 
deceased father, the late Marquis of Normandy, a vacancy occurred in the 
office of Lieutenant-Governor of Nova Scotia, The post was imme- 
diately given to the subject of our sketch, and thus Sir Richard for the third 
time found himseif in the North American possessions, but on this occa~ 
sion as the representative of his Sovereign. 

The habit of governing had not been forgotten by his Excellency when 
he became the Governor of Nova Scotia, Without doubt he found 
himself called upon to rule in conformity with a system which, though 
perhaps rather experimental than established, did not necessarily reduce 
the Governor to the condition of acypher. At least such appeared to be 
the opinion of Sir Richard MacDonnell ; and there can be little doubt the 
opinion has its root in truth and experience. The representative of the 
Sovereign, being also a statesman of approved wisdom, must necessaril 
be a power in the State, whose influence, however, should rather be felt, 
than articulated ; seen in the acts of Government, rather than heard in 
the words of the Governor. Any departure from the law of silence should 
be resorted to only on grave occasions when the reason is so transparent 
as to commend itself on its merits. At the very outset of his government, 
Sir Richard MacDonnell appearedfto think there were reasons why the ex- 
ception should be the rule, and when in the interests of morality and good 
governmenthe should not keep silence. In replying to a congratulatory 
address of the inhabitants of Pictou, his Excellency took the oppor- 
tunity to contrast the American Repubiic with the British Monarch: 
to compare the confusion of the former with the serenity of the latter 5 
and, in doing so, to point, as Lord Brougham had done before him, to a 
particular virus which, with ulcer-like malignity, was spreading itself 
through every channel and artery of the American system. 

Under the system of colon‘al government which now obtains, the Vice- 
roy may be iaid to cease personally to rule, and to begin personally 
to reign. Hi this view be correct, it follows that the social duties of the 
Crown cannot be satisfactorily discharged without some sacrifice being 
made to the obligations which those duties entail. Selfish privacy and 
systematic exclusiveness form no part of the Royal instructions, and 
cannot, we venture to think, be practised with advantage to the 
Royal authority. His Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor and 
the inhabitants of Nova Scotia seem to have been impressed with 
these convictions; and hence the regrets which mingle themselves 
with his Excellency’s approaching departure, regrets which take their rise 
in social causes, and cluster like pleasant memories about Government 
House, and those graceful and frequent hospitalities, to which the first lady 
of the province has by her condescension given a more than usual charm. 
* Lady, MacDonnell,” writes an enthusiastic Jocal authority, ‘has endeared 
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herself to all;" and should any one bave the temerity to question his 
statement, he adds amusingly, by way of challenge, “that the fact will be 
disputed by no person living.” Having the advantage of some slight 
knowledge of our own, we unreservedly re-echo the sentiment of the 
chivalrous “ Hallegonian,” and add, by way of emphasis, that no dissen-

PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM NAVIGATION. 


The 25th annual general meeting of this company was held on the Sth 

instant at the offices, Leadenball-street; A. ANDERSON, Esq., the chairman, 
resided. 

Prof. owett, the secretary, read the report, which stated that the total 
assets of the company in ships, in freehold and leasehold property in 
England and abroad, in atores, cash at bankers, investments, and 
debts due to the company, amounted to 43,706,987. The total 
capital received from the proprietors amounted to £2,200,000, and 
‘on debentures to £642,500, and the liabilities of the company in bills 
payable and otherwise to £405,836, making the total capital aud liabilities 
£3,248,336, showing a surplus of £458,651. This surplus was represented 
by the balance at the credit of the general reserve fund. The gross 
revenue of the company from all sources amounted for the 12 months 
ending the 30th of September last to £2,136,076 ; and the expenditure 
including reserves for insurance, wear and tear, and depreciation for the 
same period. to £1,976,999—leaving a net profit of £159,077. 
this was deducted the dividend of 3) per cent. for the half-year ending 
the 3]st of March last (£75,250), and the half-year’s dividend of 34 per 
cent, now recommended (£77,000), leaving a balance of £6,827. The 
proprietors’ underwriting account showed that the annual premium of 5 
Per cent. on the estimated value of the floating property of the company 
amounted to £110,000; from which was deducted the value of the 
steamship Corea, lost in the China Seas in June last (less depreciation), 
000; aud damage to company’s property at Calcutta by the 
lone in October, as far as ascertained, £17,075, leaving a balance of 
924, out of which it was proposed to pay the proprietors £66,000, 
being at the rate of 3 per cent., leaving £924 to be carried to the general 
reserved fund, which would then amount to £458,651. 

In the last half-yearly report the Mongolia and Tanjore stood under 

the head of ships building; both those vessels had been since completed, 
and had made very satisfactory voyages on the Southampton and Mediter- 
ranean lines. The China and Nubia were still under repair, the former in 
London and the latter in Bombay, but those two vessels would very shortly 
beready for active service. ‘The Ceylon was also undergoing a complete 
refit and receiving new engines in London. The Vectis and Valetta no 
longer appeared on the list, having been purchased by the Egyptian 
Gcvernment. Two fhew ships had been recently purchased—the Niphon, 
of G94 tons and 140-horse power, and the Geelong, of 1,500 tons and 
230-horse power. The former was destined for the Japan service, and 
the latter for employment on the Australian or Indian and China lines, as 
might be required. “The total number of persons on board the Corea, 
supposed to have foundered in a typhoon which visited the neighbourhood 
of Hong Kong during the night of the 29th of June, was 103. There 
were only three European passengers, and the European crew consisted 
of 17 persons, the remainder being natives and Chinese deck passengers. 
This unfortunate casualty had involved far greater sacrifice of life than 
had taken place during the 25 years the company had been at work. The 
directors, finding that the Mauritius line was being worked at a loss, not- 
withstanding the increase of £6,000 per annum in the subsidy, had exer- 
cised the right of giving 12 months’ notice of their intention to terminate 
it, ‘The receipts for the conveyance of specie alone for the 12 months 
ending the 30th of September, 1865, as compared with those for each of 
the two preceding years, exhibited a deficiency of about £100,000. It 
Was satisfactory, on the other hand, to state that an increase had taken 
Place in the passenger tratfic, although in consequence of the present high 
Price of provisions and the operation of the reduced fares adopted by the 
company, the balance of the profit and loss account had not yet been 
advantageously effected by that inerease. The available balance, however, 
enabled the directors to recommend the usual dividend of 3} per cent. 
for the past half-year, and 8 per cent. from the underwriting account 
making together 64 per cent. free of income-tax, payable on the 28th in: 
‘The total number of ships employed by the company was 63, the Customs 
‘measurement of them being in the aggregate 92,353 tons, and the horse- 
Power 18,270. 

The CHatnxan, in mooring the adoption of the report, alluded to the 
extraordinary mortality that had taken place among some of their chief 
employes during the past year, and stated that it was far greater than in any 
Previous similar period, “They had lost four commanders, one superin- 
tenclent, and two pursers, and four other officers, two clerks, seven junior 
engineers, three assistants and five stewards. This loss showed the advantage 
Of the system of life assurance adopted by them, the company contributing 
® certain portion of the fund. ‘The assurance-office had paid in claims the 
sum of £6,. on that occasion, and the total claims paid by the assurance- 
office since its establishment amounted to £43,148. Those claims had 
not been paid out of the funds of the company, but had been provided 
for out of the provident and good-service fund established by the founders 
of the undertaking, and to which he need not further allude, The 
Yevenue of the company had been considerably diminished in consequence 
Of the great cessation in specie shipments, owing to the stagnation in the 
cotton and silk trade in India and China. which also had operated in- 
Juriously on the return freights, There had been some deficiency in the 
Feceipts for passenger trafic on account of the company’s fares being 
reduced in 1804. ‘They had increased the number of passengers by 2,200 

ut without any benefit to the revenue, as there was a deficiency of 
£10,000 in the item of fares, and, on the other hand, they had incurred 
extra expense in the victualling department of £10,000 from the enhanced 
Cost of stores. When they eousidered that the company had to fill 10,000 
stomachs every day, any iuicrease of price in provisions must tell upon the 
Cost of stores. There had been au improvement in their receipts during 
the past two months, the specie freights had been considerably more, and 

thought they might look forward to a revival of trade. Notwithstanding 
the deficiency in revenue, the result of the working showed how vigilantly 
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the navigation of their ships had been superintended. With the loss of 
two ships, under circumstances beyond their control, they had been able 
to supplement the usual dividend by § per cent from the insurance fund. 
They had added considerably to the performances of their ships and had 
diminished the expenses. The navigation of their ships had been in the 
aggregate about 1,500,000 miles. The ordinary insurance against loss by 
sea risks would have been £5. 5s. per cent. at Lloyd’s; but the actual loss 
incurred during the twenty years the proprietors had been their own under- 
writers was only 25s. per cent. (Hear, hear.) With regard to their 
expenses of navigation, the cost of coal and fuel had been £72,900 
less ‘than for the preceding year; this was parlly effected in the 
quantity of coals consumed, and by the super-heating process 
adopted in their ships. Something had been said and written ahout 
the Australian postal service performed by the company, and there had 
latterly been loud complaints respecting delays both in Australia and here. 
In adverting to the history of that service he stated that the company had 
in the first instance lost £40.00 by it, and gave it up. The Government 
then gave the contract by public tender to another company, at a rate 
£45,000 higher than they paid their company, but they all knew, even 
with that addition to the subsidy, how ruimous that contract proved to the 
company who took it, The Peninsular and Oriental Company was again 
applied toon the subject,and they proposed that the Australian service should 
be worked as a branch from the Indian and China route from Point de Galle 
to Australia, and this was doneat a cost of £60,000 less than before. He 
ther explained how some irregularities would unavoidably arise in perform- 
ing the branch service, notwithstanding the utmost efforts of thes company 
and that the delays complained of would have been much greater had it 
not been for the large resources of the company. That service extended 
over 15,000 miles, There was at times rough weather in passing the Bay 
of Biscay, as well as other places in the route, and the coastof Australia 
was bad for navigation, and therefore d:lays would sometimes arise. A 
system of penalties had been adopted by the Postmaster-General for delays, 
and of premiums when the mails arrived before their specitied time. 1e 
result of this arrangement was that in the course of the past five years their 
ships arrived 73 times within the time specified, and 26 times later than 
the time specified, so that on the whole he thought there was nothing very 
material to complain of in that respect. 

‘Mr. Hapow (deputy-chairman) seconded the motion for the adoption 
of the report. After soine abservations by Mr. Gliddon on items in 
accounts, and Mr. J. Jones in respect of facilitating the operations of 
shippers by the company adopting asystem of insurance on goods. 

The Citatnstan explained that the revenue of the company would be 
affected by the state of the trade. The French steamers had a subsidy 
of 22s.a mile for a monthly service, while their coropany had only a 
subsidy of 4s. Gd. a mile fora weekly service; and there could be no 
doubt they had their full share of the tratic to all the places served by 
the company. The report was unanimously adopted, the dividend of 3$ 
per cent. and the 3 per cent. from the insurance fund, making 6} per cent., 
free of income-tax, was declared ‘Patabie by warrant on the 28th inst. 
The retiring directors, Mr. P. D, Hadow and the Count de Torre Diaz, 
were unanimously re-elected ; and also the retiring auditors, the Earl of 
Leven and Mr. Mackenzie—Thanks were voted to the chairman and 
directors for their able and successful management of the company’s 
affairs, and the proceedings terminated. 


THE LABOUR QUESTION OF CEYLON, MAURITIUS, 
AND JAMAICA. 
(BXAMINER. ) 

Every year the Legislature of Jamaica votes money for the importa- 
tation of labour, because the negroes prefer to squat and live on cassava 
and yams to that continuous labour which would enable them to live in 
comiort, Some of the negroes have become proprietors themselves, and 
are well known, when in this capacity, often to employ the imported 
labourers, that is, the Indian coolies, in preference to the labourers iof 
their own blood. The island of Ceylon is greatly inferior to Jamaica n 

lity, aud is further away from the great market of the world. It has, 
in proportion to size, by 20 per cent. more inhabitants than Jamaica, but 
is in no starving or distressed condition—it is very flourishing. The wages 
of Ceylon labour are, moreover, lower than those of Jamaica, but Ceylon 
peta more of one of the staples of Jamaica—coffee, not only more, 

ut also also better than all the British West Indies put together. Wo 
give one more example, but it is a very pertinent one. The little island 
of Mauritius, with an area of little more than 700 miles square, contains 
310,000 inhabitants, or within 40,0U0 of those of Jamaica. It has, there- 
fore, 437 inhabitants to every mile, which is better than fivefuld the den- 
sity of the population of Jamaica. But then the majority of the popula- 
tion is not negro, for no fewer than 230,000 are of Indian origin—imported 
Hindoos. Of the once renowned staple of Jamaica, sugar, the Mauritius 
produces not only more than does Jamaica, but within two-fifths of the 
produce of all the British West India Islands. The whole of this great 
quantity is the produce of imported Indian labour, ‘The Indian labourers 
doing more and being far better paid than in their own country are conse- 
quently so satisfied that the majority become permanent settlers, and often 
landed proprietors. Not a hundredweight of their sugar is got by the 
labour of the emancipated negroes, who obstinately refuse to 
work in cane-fields or boiling-houses, and consequently are 
yearly declining in numbers. Philanthropy will never make black 
white, or change one race into another. The reader, how- 
ever, may prefer having the facts stated in another form, and in more 
detail, and this we do from the Colonial Blue-books. _In 1850,the value of 
the sugar exported from Jamaica was £585,096, of Barbados £596,551, 
and of the Mauritius £892,840. In 1861 the value of the Jamaica sugar 
was £595,084, or in twelve years’ time it had increased by a good deal less 
than 2 per cent. The sugar exports in Barbados in 1861 were of the 
value of £751,170, or had increased by better than 23 per cent. The 
sugar export of the Mauritius in 1861 was of the value of £1,771,867, 
or had increased by better than 98 per cent, But this is not all. The 
returns for the two West Indian colonies come down onlv to 1861, while 
those of the Mauritius come to 1863, when the value of the sugar exported 
was £2,494,526, or above fourfold the value of the produce of Jamaica, 
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which is seven times its size. The distress of Jamaica is partially ascribed 
to two years of extraordinery drought. But Jamaica is a |-watered 
land, and if it has been injured by unusual droughts, that is a calamity 
from which otber countries have suffered, and this even in a far higher 
degree—as, for example, Australia; yet those countries make no be- 
moaning poverty-stricken cry on this account, but go on flourishing in 
spite of such ephemeral calamities. The misfortunes of Jamaica, ac- 
cording to Dr. Underhill, are coeval with the American Civil War, the 
very event which ,bas benefited other countries sauilaly circumstanced. 
During that war the price of cotton increasedjat least threefold, and, in 
contequence, millions of English capital were poured into India, 
Egypt and Brazil; but money would not go to Jamaica, because 
in that island there waa no effective labour to till an exuberant 
and plentiful soil. Dr. Underhill, in his bill of indictment 
against the authorities of Jamaica, insists that the taxes are onerous, 
but bis own facts do not prove this, The only example he gives 
docs not prove this. It is a tax on the cottons with which the negroes are 
clothed. This, he says, is 38 cent. on the value. If it were so, that 
would bea great deal too high, but not a starvation tax, for the people of 
the Southern States of the American Union paid their brethren of the 
North one of 12 per cent. higher, and did not on that account go naked, 
‘as Dr. Underhill says that the negroes of Jamaica often do. But this 
statement isablunder. The tax is, just as it used to be, 124 per cent., but 
the cotton famine produced by the American civil war so raised the price 
of goods that the ad valorem duty became, like the price, as 38 10 124 upon 
the forme: cost ofthe article. All the world shared that trouble of dear 
cotton with Jamaica. As to Dr. Underhill’s empirical notions of govern- 
mental help by precept and example, we must take leave to tell bim that 
they are obsolete. The worthy doctor does not, in fact, understand the 
first rudiments of the science in which he hazards to giveadvice. The 
truth is, that the Baptist and other over-zealous friends of the negro are 
mortified and disappointed at the utter failure of their predictions. They 
are hoping against hope for better resulis than have yet come in the ele- 
vation of the negro race after $2 years of emancipation. ‘The negroes of 
our West Indies, free for a generation, and the negroes of Hayti, not only 
free but their own masters for two generations, are still, in despite of gene- 
rous hopes and vaticinations to the contrary, barbarians of Africa who 
have but changed their sk 


Monetary and Commercial.

At the meeting on the 5th of the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Company a dividend of 34 per cent., and of 3 per ceut. 
from tho underwriting account, were declared, making a total 
of 10 per cent, for the year. A report of the meeting will be 
found in avother columu. Some comments having been made 
in a letter published by a contemporary as to the inefficiency of 
the staff of assistant manaying directors, owing to the death of 
Mr. Olditig and the illness of Mr. Ritchie, we are authorised to 
state that the managing directors have now made arrangements 
for the full efficiency of that department. 

The half-yearly report of the Scinde, Punjab, and Delhi 
Bank Corporation statcs that the late losses sustained from bad 
debts, owing to the direct contravention of orders by their 
local agents, will amount to about £2 per share in addition to 
the whole of the reserve fund. Arrangements are in course of 
negotiation for a satisfactory amalgamation with another bank. 

It bas been announced in some papers that a compavy has 
been formed which is to enter iuto an agreement to run a 
mouthly steamer between Batavia and Sydney, calling at 
Kopang, Timor, Cape York, and Brisbane ; leaving Batavia on 
the arrival of the English mail there, should the Goveruments 
of Netherlands India, Queensland, and New South Wales be 
willing to subsidise them for the service to the extent of 
£38,400 per annum. For this concession it is proposed to 
run paddle-steamers of suficient power to average 12 miles an 
hour, and capable of carrying 600 to 800 tous of merchandise, 
with cabin accommodation for 40 to 5U passengers of the first- 
class, and GO to 100 second and third class. We believe 
this announcement to be premature. When the matter has 
been decided on by the Dutch Government tenders will be 
invited for the service. 

The biddings for £350,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were—to 
Caloutta £223,300, to Madras £26,700, and to Bombay 
£100,000. The minimum price was as before, 1s. lidd. on 
Calcutta aud Madras, and 1s, 113d. on Bombay. ‘lenders on 
Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 113d. will receive about 18 per 
cent., and on Bombay at 28. 04d. about 8 por cent. Above 
these prices in full, These terms show a slight diminution of 
the demand for means of remittance to Calcutta, and a slight 
further increase in that for Bombay to pay for cotton. 

The Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China 
has announced a dividend of 5 per cent. for the half-year ending 
the 31st instant, making, together with the dividend of 8} per 
cent. paid on the Jst July last, 13} per cent. for theyear. 

It is stated that the governor and directors of the Union 
Bank of London, taking into consideration the representations

recently made to them of the increased cost of houses and 
provisions, have permanently increased the salaries of the 
clerks 10 per cent. all round. No doubt this good example 
will be followed by the majority of the other establishments. 

A memorial has been published from the Bengal Chamber 
of Commerce, showing that the mildew in shirtings has been 
equal in some cases to 21? per cent.

The Jollowing Tea statistics are derived from the Board of 
Trade returns :— 

The quantity cf Tea entered for home consumption during tho ten 
months ending October 3st, is 7,942,099 lbs. in excess of the quantity 
for the corresponding period in 1864, and 10,514,048 Ibs. more than in the 
same part of the year 1863. So considerable an increase as this can only 
to a slight extent’be accounted for by the wants of our increasing popula~ 
tion ; it must be, in the main, attributed to other causes, equally powerful 
and equally obvious. Of thee, the gradual increase of material pros 
perity amongst all classes isa prime cause ; for notwithstanding the pretty 
general outcry about high prices, it is beyond dispute that luxuries are 
now very generally placed within the reach of the masses. Another 
reason that may be assigned, and this is really the most important of all, 
is the reduction in the duty, the beneficial effects of which, though not at 
the time immediately apparent, cannot fail to be recognised and appreciated. 
Continuing our comparison of the home consumption for the preceding 
years, we find that the amount in the ten months of the years 1860, 1861, 
1862, was 64.733,205 Ibs., 65,521,336 Ibs., 65, 874.935 Ibs. respectively 5 
that is to say, the excess "in 1865 over that of 1860 amou: 
19,000,000 Ibs. ln the case of our exports, the increase in th 
of 1814 over the correspouding period of 1863 was 3,026,8° 
in the present year, as compared with 1864, this amounts to 4,843,060 
bs., or nearly five milli-ns. In the first ten monzhs of the year 1860, 
our exports were 7,118,191 lbs. ; during the same Period of the present 
year they are giv 885 Ibs., 80 that in this period of the last 
six years our exports are actually quadrupled, ‘The successive decrease 
in our imports trom 1033. 3 Ibs. in 1863, 87,680,959 Ibs. in 1864, to 
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34 
83,908,179 Ibs. in 1800, will not awake any apprehension in the minds of 
those who remember that the imports of the year 1863 were heavily in 
excess of demand. 








On the silkworm disease a correspondent writes :-— 

The silkworm di-ease, which made its appearance in France and Italy 
in 1857, continued its ravagesin 1858, 1839, and 1860, when it appeared 
to decrease. Siik-rowers then hoped that it would disappear altogether 
on importing fresh seed and paying more attention to the rearing of the 
worms. They were, how ver, disappointed. Its virulence inereaced in 
1863, and the present year is sard to be one of the worst. The Chamber 
of Commerce of Turin, commiserating the sufferings of the population 
who occupy themselves with the cultivation of silk, have presented to the 
Government a report on the silk trade in Italy during the present year. 
It contains ample information on the mode of breeding worms 
in Italy, on the efforts made to renew and improve the breed, and 
the means employed to arrest the spread of the malady, which for 
the last two years has threatened to destroy one of the richest branches of 
industry in the kingdom. Unfortunately the results hitherto obtained are 
not satisfactory, as may be seen by the produce of the last crop. Ten 
years since there were silk markets established in at least 100 towns im 
the north of Italy—at present the number is reduced to one-half. The 
quantity of cocoons formerly offered for sale in these markets 
amounied to upwards of 650,000 myriagrammes, but it fell in 1864 
to 525,000 and in the present year to 283,000. The sales, of 
course, decreased in a similar proportion. From £1,600,0UU they 
fell in 1864 to £1,1G0,000 and during the present year to £800,000 
This sudden diminution within two years was too serious not to attract 
the attention of all engaged in the trade, and they consequently set 
about devising means to remedy the evil @hich threatens them with ruin, 
‘One method strongly recommended is a succession of crops during the 
year. By this plan if one crop fail the next one may succeed, and the 
breeder thus recover the first loss. An important fact is noticed in the 
report. The silk-growers of Lombardy provided themselves with seed from 
Japan, and they were more_successtul than their neighbours, who supplied 
themselves from Greece. ‘There are two distinct brevds of the silkworm in 
Japan. ne produces white cocoons, and the other green. Italian 
breeders have found by experience that the produce of the green cucoons 
is greater than that of the white; but, onthe other hand, the silkworms 
Tequire much more attenticnin the reariog. 
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Tea.—Our market during the past fortnight bas been less active, the 
trade having bought very freely during the past two months, at the near 
Approach of the close of the year have felt less inclination to add to their 
stocks, and thus the new arrivals have not been so eagerly competed for, 
and prices, both for Kaisows and Monings, show a decline of 1d. per 1b. 
Old teas have, however, tirmly maintained the late advance, owing to the 
much smaller quantities offering, and their still relative cheapness as com- 
pared with new teas, Broken-leaf and dusty kinds have sold readily, owing 
to their scarcity, at fully former prices. Fair to good common show no 
alteration. Fair to good favory kinds of old import have been steady at 
Previous rates. Further arrivals of medium to fine Kaisow, ex “ Japanese,” 
did not meet with so brisk a demand as previously, and prices must be 
quoted 1d. per Ib. lower. Common to fair blackish-leaf kinds have been 
firmly held, and at public sale have sold rather higher, Medium sorts show 
Ro alteration. In new Moningaand Wopaks sales have been more difticult 
to make, and prices have given way about 1d. per Ib., especially for the 
medium sorts. New-make Cantons have been in request at fully previous 
Fates. Uolongs have been eagerly taken at full prices for good to fine 
qualities. Souchongs of fair to good kind bave sold 1d. per Ib. bigher ; 
fine are firmly held for extreme rates. A few flowery Fekoesof new 
season's import have been sold at full prices; old remain without change. 
In the absence of further arrivals of scented tea of any moment, prices have 
been maintained, the demand having been somewhat better. Uncoloured 
Japans, in the absence of export orders, are only saleable at lower prices. 
In green teas business has been limited, the export orders have only been 
on @ moderate scale, and prices in many cases must be again quoted in 
favour of buyers. Sve coloured Japans have been realised at fair prices. 
Canton Gunpowders have Leen less active, but prices are firmly supported: 
The stock in the United Kingdom on the 30th ultimo was estimated at 
77,000,000 Ibs, against 91,000,000 Ibs., last year, and the quantity afloat 
at 39,587,000 lbs, against 41,021,000 Ibs. “The quantity afloat and not 
included in stock is 42,513,967, against 44,638,116 in 1804. ‘The quantity 
delivered to 31st Oct. by the Board of Trade returns was 111,089,307, 
against 98,304,147 in 1864. 

S1.K.—The deliveries for November are scarcely up to October. Still, 
80 great is the contidence in the repeated reports of ultimate short export, 
that prices of Shanghai Silk have been further advanced—at one moment 
nearly 1s, per Ib., but part of that has been again lost. As the season 
PFogresses there is a growing scarcity of the better qualities of almost all 
classes, the more unfortunate as consumers generally seem to have found, 
by experience, that at our present high range of prices it is especially desir 
able to pay increased attention to quality. In Japan Silk we have had 
little change of prices; some small parcels of best Silk have rea- 
lised some little advance. In Canton Silk we have an increasing 
stock without any corresponding improvement in the deliveries 
—the more surprising as prices ate considered comparatively 
moderate. During the last few days, however, buyers have paused, and at 
the moment there is little or nothing doing, but all holders are extremely 
firm, and quotations remain unaltered ; it is very probable that the market 
will continue in this quiet state till the turn of ‘the year. Pieca Goods.— 
Transactions have been limited. Some arrivals have taken place, amongst 
others @ parcel containing 300 pieces plain and 200 figared Pongee hand- 
kerchiefa, and 43 pieces crimson China damasks, baskets, and fine pattern: 
these last have been sold at full rates, but the Pongees have not yet found

Douglas, in the China seas, from Shanghai to Hong Kong. 

The Peter Landberg (s.s.), Rawles, from Liverpool for Batavia, put 
into Whitehaven, Dec. 6, with loss of foretopmast. 

‘Te “ AGAMEMNON."—Messra, Scottand Co., Greenock, have launched 
a large and hands ome screw eteamship, of 2,500 tons, for Alfred Holt, 
Esq., Liverpool. She was named the Agamemnon by Mrs. Holt, who 
cut away the daggers in man-of-war style. Her engines, which are of 
300-bhorse power, are made by the Greenock Foundry Company. 
Messrs. Scott and Co. have two other steamers of 2,500 tons each build- 
ing for Mr. Holt. It is announced that these vessels are intended for 
the direct China trade, but we believe it is quite doubtful as to their 
employment at present.
